In defending the course of the United 
States Government in Panama the ex-Sec- 
retary of War held that the Monroe doc- 
trine is “‘an assertion of a right under the 
universal rule that all sovereignty is held 
subject to limitations in its exercise aris- 
ing from the just interests of other na- 


tions.” : 
Mr. Root classed Panama with the Balkan | 
States, Greece, Crete, and Egypt in its sub- 
gserviency to the interests of other nations. 
Colombia, he said, had placed herself “in 
the category of incapacity to protect the 
rights of others” with “Korea and China, 
where “action” by a stronger power “is, 
according to the universal rules obtaining 
among civilized nations, not only permissi- 
ble but a duty of the highest obligation.’ 


Panama's Independence a Fact. 


After reviewing the events that led to the 
Panama rebellion and the formation of 
the Republic of Panama, Mr. Root went on 
to say: 

“The independence of Panama 
to the United States of the right to con- 
across the Isthmus, and 
the assumption by the United States of the 
duty to construct the cana! and to main- 
tain it for the equal benefit of mankind 
are accorbplished facts. Nothing can do 
away with them, unless it be some future 
war of conquest waged against the liberties | 
©. Panama, and at the same time against 
the rights of the United States held in trust 
for the commerce of the world. * 

The stupendous fact that has dominated 
ihe history and must control the future of 
the Isthmus of Panama is the possibility of 
communication between the two oceans. 
Throughout the centuries since Philip Ll, 
sat upon the throne of Spain, merchants 
and statesmen and humanitariafis and the 
intelligent masses of the civilized world 
have looked forward to this consummation 
with just anticipations of benefit to man- 
kind. No savage tribes who happened to 
dwell upon the Isthmus would have been 
permitted to bar this pathway of civiliza- 
tion. No Spanish sovereign could, by dis- 
covery or conquest or occupation, pre- 
empi for himself the exclusive use of this 
little spot upon the surface of the earth 
dedicated by nature to the use of all man- 
kind. No civil society organized upon the 
ruins of Spanish dominion could justly ar- 
rogate to itself over this tract of land sov- 
ereignty unqualified by the world’s ease- 
ment and ali the rights necessary to make 
that easement effective. 

“The formal rules of international law 
are but declarations of what is just and 
right in the generality of cases. But where 
the application of such a general rule would 
impair the just rights or imperil the ex- 
istence of neighboring States or would un- 
duly threaten the peace of a continent or 
would injuriously affect the general inter- 
ests of mankind, it has always been the 
practice of civilized nations to deny the ap- 
plication of the formal rule and compel | 
conformity to the principles of justice upon : 
which all rules depend. The Danubian 
principalities and Greece and Crete, and 
Egypt, the passage of the Dardanelles, and 
the neutralization of the Black Sea are 
familiar examples of limitations in dero- ! 
gation of those general rules of interna- 
tion law which describe the sovereignty of 
nations.

The Monroe Doctrine. 


“The Monroe Doctrine itself upon which 
we stand so firmly is an assertion of our ; 
right for our own interest to interfere with 
the action of every other nation in those 
parts of this hemisphere where others are 
sovereign and where we have no sovereignty 
or claim of sovereignty, and to say if you do 
thus and even by the consent of the | 
sovereign, we shall regard it as an unfriend- 
ly act because it will affect us injuriously. 
It is said that the Monroe Doctrine is not a 
rule of international law. It is not a rule 
at all. It is an assertion of a right under 
the universal rule that all sovereignty is 
held subject to limitations in its exercise 
arising from the just interests of other na- | 
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“By the treaty of 1846 New Granada 
recognizea the subordination of her sover- 
eiguty to the world’s easement of passage 
by railroad or by canal, and, apprehending ; 
that other nations might seek to exercise ! 
that right through the destruction of her ! 
sovereignty and the appropriation of her | 
territory, she procured the United States ! 
to assume the responsibility of pretecting | 
her against such treatment. The United 
States assumed that burden and by way of !

“The question was, should we submit to 
be deprived of the canal at the will of 
Cclombia, whose sovereignty was justly 
subject to the world’s right of passage? 
f£hould we continue to maintain upon the 
Isthmus that feeble sovereignty whose ex- 

stence had depended for half a century 
upon our protection, in order that it might 
still bar the way of the world’s progress 
and the exercise of our just rights? 

“Or should we say to Colombia, ‘ You 
have no right to prevent the construction 
of this canal; you are bound to consent 
te it upon reasonable terms; by your re- 
quest we have assumed a position in which 
we are bound to build it for the use of the 
nations, and in which we are entitled to 
build it for cur own interest, and we shall 
now proceed to build it with due regard 
for ycur interests, whether you agree upon 
the terms and conditions or not’? ”’ 

Mr. Root then took up in detail the sub- 
ject of the Panama revolution, described 
Panama's various periods of previous in- | 
dependent sovereignty,. declaring that | 


had never legally lost her rights as a sov- 
ereign member of the States of Colombia, 
but was deprived of them by force by 
Rafael Nunez, the dictator, in 1885, under 
a so-called constitution that was never 
submitted tc the people of Panama for ap- 
proval or rejection. The Isthmus of Pana- | 
ma, Mr. Root said, was turned over by this 
country’s armed forces to the control of the ; 
troops of Nunez; Panama had suffered for , 


Panama’s Struggle. ; 

“The people of Panama fought to ex- 
haustion in 1885 to prevent, the loss of their 
liberty and they were defeated through the 
action of the naval forces of the United 
States. Three times since then they have 
risen in rebellion against their oppressors. 

“The rising of November, 1908, was the 
fourth attempt of this people to regain the 
rights of which they had been deprived by 
the usurpation of Nunez. The rejection of 
the canal treaty by the Bogota Congress 
created the opportunity for success in 
Panama’s persistent purpose to regain civil 
liberty.”’ 

Mr. Root, in describing the nature of the 
Colombian Government's attitude toward 
Panama, quoted a dispatch from Minister 
Beaupre, dated Nov. 6 last, in whieh Mr. 
Beaupre stated that Gen. Reyes had said 
that if the United States would land troops 
to preserve the Colombian sovereignty the 
Colombian Government would “‘ approve by 
decree the ratification of the canal treaty 
as signed.’”’ Mr. Root then said:

“The Gen. Reyes of’ these dispatches is 
now the President-elect of Colombia. Upon 
reading them who can fail to see that there

“It is hardly necessary to say now that 
our Government had no part in devising, 
fomenting, or bringing about the revolution 
on the Isthmus of Panama.” Mr. Root 
then quoted from the President’s message 
to Corgress making this assertion, and 
added: “ The people of the United States, 
without distinction of party, will give to

The United States Impartial. 


The speaker then declared that the atti- 
tude of the United States had been perfect- 
ly impartial toward both the insurgents and 
the Government of Panama, and continued: 

“The things done by our officers might 

t have been permissible in the territory 
of a country of strong gnd orderly govern- 
ment possessing and exercising the power 
to prevent lawless violence and to protect 
the lives and property of citizens and for- 
eigners alike: but action of this character

THREE SHIPS WRECKED, 


NINE LIVES LOST. 


The Cromwell Ashore at Bell- 
port, Whittier at Barnegat. 


MANY THRILLING RESCUES. 


Crew of the Newton Taken Off by 
th: Micmac After the York Castle 
Had Failed: and Lost Two Men. 


Special to The New York Times. 

EASTPORT, L. I., Feb. 22.~Despite des- 
perate efforts of three life-saving crews to 
help them, Capt. Harvey McClean, First 
Mate John McCumber, and four men of the 
schooner Benjamin C. Cromwell were 
drowned this morriing, when their vesse] 
was driven by the gale on the outer bar 
near the Bellport Life Saving Station, fif- 
teen miles east of Fire Island. 

The Cromwell,,.which was a three-masted 
vessel, with a cargo“of lumber, was liter- 
The men drowned 


with the Captain and First Mate were Jo- 
seph Peters, the engineer; A. Ulenorin, 
the col- 
ored cook. The remaining members of the 
crew, Samuel Oleson and Neil McLeod, 
were swept into the boiling surf on pieces 
of wreckage and rescued. 

The schooner was hurled on the bar at 4 
o’clock. She was sighted through the fog 
by a patrolman of the Bellport Station, who 
immediately reported her, and Capt. Krae- 
mer and his crew hurried to the shore. Any 
attempt to launch a boat in such a tu- 
multuous sea, however, would have been 
madness, and the strong wind and dense 
fog prevented accurate shooting of the life- 
line. At daylight the life saving crew 
from the Smith’s Point and Blue Point Sta- 
tions arrived, and a line was successfully 
thrown over the vessel. The crew, however, 
owing to the wild pitching of the vessel and 
waves washing completely. over her decks, 
could not secure it, and as those who had 
gathered on the shore strained their eyes 
toward the doomed ship, impotent to render 
any assistance, they saw the men being 
carried with the’ masts into the ‘sea to 
instant death, 

About 10 o’clock some wreckage was seen 
tossing in the surf with a human form 
clinging to it. The life savers after fasten- 
ing ropes about their waists, plunged into 
the surf, and desperately struggling toward 
the drowning sailor reached and brought 
him ashore. He was brought to the sta- 
tion, and after being rubbed ana@™f@8t6¥a- 
tives administered gave, his name as Mc- 
Leod. A little later Oleson_ was also car- 
ried to the beach through the surf, from 
which he was rescued almost inséhsible. 

While the wind and waves have abated 
considerably since this morning, a heavy 
séa prevails, and the beach for miles of 
its extent is strewn with the wreckage of 
masts, hull, and cargo of yellow pine. 

Old mariners who witnessed the falling 
apart of the~Cromwell declare that they 
never saw such rapid and complete de- 
struction of a vessel. Scarcely had she 
struck when she was dismantled and dis- 
masted, while within a few hours the ter- 
rible pounding tore her hull asunder. 

When the report of the schooner ashore 
was received on the mainland this morning, 
and an attempt to reach the beach was 
made, it was discovered to be practically™ 
impossible, owing to the rain having coy- 
ered the seven-mile extent of ice with 
about six inches of water. Moreover, the 
ice had been weakend by the rain and 
warmth, rendering walking across it ex- 
tremely dangerous. It was accordingly 
necessary to carry the news by way of 
Westhampton Beach, a distance of four- 
teen miles. 

Lieut. Ottc, who has charge of the life 
saving staticus in the Long Island district, 
attempted to reach the scene of the wreck, 
but was prevented by the condition of the 
ice until ngon, when he succeeded in cross- 
ing to the beach.

On the arrival of the steamship York Cas- 
tle yesterday she reported that on Feb. 21, 
when 200 miles off Sandy Hook, she 
lost her chief officer and her carpenter in

tain and six men comprising the crew of 
the three masted schooner Willie i. New- 
ton, which they found® waterlogged and 
unmanageable. Six hours after the York 
Castle reached port the steamship Micmac 
passed in at Sandy Hook and reported that 
she had on board the men from the schoon- 
er, whom she had taken off during a gale 
with a heavy cross sea. 

The York Castle is a British vessel, and 
on Jan, 22 she left Delagoa Bay in ballast, 
consigned to Barber & Co, of this city. On 
the morning of Feb. 21 she ran into a gale 
from the northwest, accompanied by High 
seas. She was having all she could do to 
keep her own nose out of the water when 
the lookout sighted the Willie L. Newton 
about two miles ahead on the port bow. 
The schooner’s sails were gone and she j 
was wallowing in the trough of the séa. 
Her deck was flush with the water and the 
crew could be seen lashed in the rigging. 

Preparations were made-to launch one ‘of 
the lifeboats. The chief officer and four 
men had taken their places in the boat and 
the rest of the crew started to lower away

LONDON, Feb. 23.—Wiring from Wei- 
hai- Wei, a special correspondent of The 


Times says that on Feb. 19 The Times’s

Baron Hayashi does not credit the report 
that 2,500 Russians have been killed in un 
outpost engagement at the Yalu River.

German Envoy in Philadelphia Speech

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22.—Baron Speck 
von Sternburg, the German Ambassador to 
the United States, upon whom the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania to-day conferred 
the degree of Doctor of Laws, was the 
principal speaker at the regular monthly 
meeting to-night of the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science at the New 
Century Drawing Room. 

A large audience warmly greeted the Am- 
bassador when he was introduced by Prof. 
L. 8S. Rowe, President of the Academy. 
The subject of is address was “ The Ger- 
mans as Colonizers,” and at its conclusion 
he complimentel Secretary of State Hay on 
his diplomacy in the Far East. He said: 

“Grave fear and alarm were expressed 
by all concerned in the steadily growing 
trade of the Far East when the war clouds 
out there were threatening to burst. It 
was the far-seeing eye of the Washington 
Government which saved China from chaos 
and dismemberment during the Boxer 
troubles of 1900. 

‘‘New flames are again threatening. to 
arise from. the. still smoldering ashes. 
but in the right moment we again see the 
same ever-watchful Government rise and 
invite the powers of the world to act in 
concert so as to preserve the integrity of 
China and to prevent a conflagration the 
limit of which no human mind would be 
able to foretell. 

“Through this strong and able stroke 
not only the powers at peace, but also 
those engaged in war, will reap the great- 
est beriefits,"and it is to be hoped that the 
vast and increasing Chinese trade will de- 
velop, undisturbed,” 5

sions of the powers Baron von Sternburg 
said:

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‘ADVOCATED CZAR’S MURDER, 


Discovery» of Anarchistic Propaganda 
Announced in the Reichstag. 


BERLIN, Feb. 22.—The debate which bes, 
gan in the Réi¢hstag on Jan. 19, regarding 
the police surveillance of Russian students 
in Germany, was resumed to-day in the 
Prussian Diet, and the Prussian Minister of 
Justice, Dr. Schoenstedt, and the henge, 
Minister of the Interior, Freiherr 
Hammerstein, went at length into the a 
legations made in the Reichstag by the 
Socialist leaders. ~ 

Dr. Schoenstedt gaye a full statement of 
the reasons for the arrest of a number of 
Socialists at Koenigsberg, which had 
aroused such bitter denunciation from the 
Socialist speakers in the Reichstag. He 
said the State attorneys of East Prussia 
had long been aware of the existence of a 
system cf smuggling undesirable literatute 
into Russia, ane an examination had result- 
ed in the finding of extensive deposits of 
these pamphlets hidden in various border 
towns. 

They succeeded in securing a number of 
these documents, most of which had been 
prepared in Switzerland and translated into 
Russian and Lithuanian. Translations into 
German showed that’many of these pam- 
phlets were of a treasonable and anarchistic 
character. 

Dr. Schoenstedt read a passage from one 
document which expressly advocated mur- 
der, and quoted the following phrases: 


“I prefer, however, that Nicholas II. 
sheuld not die by a bullet, but rather be 
reserved for the scaffold.”’ 

A search of houses where ‘this literature 
was found brought out the fact that twelve 
or thirteen persons engaged in the smug- 
gling were all Social Democrats, and cor- 
respondence was seized which points very 
strongly to the assumption that they were 
acting under orders of the party managets. 

Freiherr von Hammerstein, in his address, 
referred to a small book that had been 
seized, which gave minute directions for 
the organizing of murderous plots. 

After the Minister of the Interior con- 
cluded, a few short addresses were made 
and every one expressed satisfaction with 
the Government's statement.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 22.—‘‘I would as soon 
think of’ attending grand opera with my 
father and mother lying dead at my home 
as to attend on Good Friday, and the fact 
that the management can fill the house at 
any other time in Holy Week is a source of 
shame not only to Episcopalians but to all 
the churchgoing population of Pittsburg,” 
declared the Rey. D. L. Ferris, associate 
rector of Calvary Episcopal Church, one of 
the rnost fashionable churches in this city. 

‘“* Lent,” said Mr. Ferris, ‘‘ does not mean 
so much now as formerly to the people of:

TAMMANY’S SCHOOL SCHEME. 


Would Reopen Budget to Provide 
Schooling for Every City Child. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 22.—In the budget ‘pre- 
pared by Mayor Low’s administration there 
was inadvertently omitted an item of $160,- 
000 for school playgrounds. That amount 
had been appropriated during the previous 
year, and it was the intention of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment under Mr. 
Low's administration to’ increase it, but 
through an oversight $15,000 was all that 
was apportioned, 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Guy to- 
night brought to Albany a bill, ostensibly 
to remedy the mistake made, but in reality 
to do much more. The bill, which was in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator Hawkins 
and in the Assembly by Mr. Ellis, provides 
that between Jan. 1 and May 1 the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment shall have 
the power from time to time to reopen and 
modify the budget for 1904, so far as ré- 
jates to the appropriation for the Depart- 
ment of Education, and shall have the 
power to increase that appropriation to any 


extent that the Board of Education by a 
two-thirds vote shall approve. 

It is understood that if this bill can be 
put through the McClellan administration 
stands ready to redeem its ante-election 
a to provide more liberally for the 
schools. 


SHIELDS STREET RAILWAYS. 


A Bill Which Would Stave Off Suits for 
Transfer Refusal.

ALBANY, Feb. 22.—Assemblyman Wal- 
lace to-night introduced a bill which repeals 
the law giving any citizen of New York 
City who has a grievance against the ‘sur- 
face railroads of the city on act of an over- 
charge or the refusal of a transfer, the 
right to collect a penalty tHrough a suit 
brought on his own initiative. Mr. Wal- 
lace’s bill provides that all such penalties 
shall be forfeited to the people of the 
State. which is equivalent to saying that 
all such suits must be brought by the At- 
torney General. 

This is the legislation which the intet- 
urban Company has been trying for saveral 
sessions to have enacted. The effect of it, 


according to the-civic organizations in 
New York which have opposed any sucn 
enactment, would be to relieve the sircet 
railroad companies of the city from litiga- 
tion on account of overcharges or refusal 
of transfers.

THE REFORMS IN MACEDONIA 


Porte Denounces the Reports That It Is 
Not Carrying Out Its Promises. 
to the Powers. © 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Chekib Bey, the 
Turkish Minister here, believes that war 
in the Balkans is impending. In a con- 
versation with a representative of the As- 
sociated Press the Minister to- -day said: 

“Tiiness has prevented my transmitting 
heretofore an important communication 

which I received from my Government sev- 
eral days ago about the reported trouble 
in the Macedonian provinces.. I hope to see 
the Secretary of State some time this week 
and have © conference with him on this 
subject. 

“To correct the false impression which 
already I fear has gained ground in this 
country about the attitude of my Govern- 
ment toward the reforms in Macedonia, 
I shall give you the substance of the ca- 
blegram from my. Foreign Office. It is to 
this effect: 

“*'The Porte most strenuously denounces 
as maliciously false.the reports which have 
received wide circulation in certain Euro- 
pean papers that trouble is brewing in 
Macedonia because of the failure of the 
Imperial Government to carry out. the 
promised reforms there. The facts in the 
case are that the Impérial Government is 
fulfilling to the letter its pledges, the re- 
forms are being vigorously inaugurated, 
and there is no trouble brewing in that 
section, as reported,’ ’’ 

Of the Balkan situation Chekib Bey, who 
has had considerablé experience in that 
region, said: a 

‘‘Although my advices are meagre, the 
news I get indicates that the Bulgarians 
are assuming an attitude and pursuing a 
course which it will be impossible for the 
imperial Government to submit to much 
longer with patience. It is reported that 
they are arming the inhabitants, stirring 
up strife in Macedonia, and doing every- 
thing possible to harass the imperial Gov- 
ernment. I hope thie is not true, but if the 
reports be correct, hostilities in the Bal- 
kans cannot be much longer averted. 

“Let me repeat that I hope the reports 
of the activity of the Bulgarians are exag- 


gerated, but if they contain a measure of 
truth. then the situation there is truly crit- 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—Telegrams from Vi- 
enna and Salonika published here this 
morning give alarming but unconfirmed de- 
tails of preparations rene to a war be- 
tween Turkey and Bulgaria.

RECTOR HAD BEEN IN JAIL. 


Rev. Mr. Fitzmaurice of Christ Church, 
Chicago, Leaves Under Charges.

CHICAGO, Feb! 22.—The Rev. Maurice 
Othv Fitzmaurice, assistant rector of Christ 
Rerformed Episcopal Church, has resigned 
and is seéking a new field. The resignation 
came as the result of an investigation by 
the church officers of charges made against 
Fitzmaurice by London Truth in 1902 and 
1902. The charges were embodied in a 
letter sent by some one here to Bishop 
Cheney. 

According to Truth, Fitzmaurice had been 
sentenced to jail for three months for yag- 
rancy. He says he was convicted under an 
obsolete statute of George IV., which makes 
it unlawful for a pastor to solicit funds out 
of his own parish. It was charged, how- 
ever, by Truth that he solicited funds for 
charity using fraudulent credentials from 
the Bishop of Manchester and Sir Benja- 
min Dobson, Mayor of Bolton, England. 
Fitzmaurice says they were genuine. 

After his release from prison, Fitzmaurice 
went to Dublin, and afterward appeared 
with a letter of indorsement from Mayor 
Harrington of that place. He came to 
America last October and obtained a license 
from Bishop Smith of Pennsylvania. The 
affair has created a sensation here, and 
Bishop Cheney is ill from the effects of it.

when the falls became-blocked and the boat 
retained suspended over the ‘side of ‘the 
‘steamship. Just then an extra heavy sea 
struck the vessel, sending the lee side, on 
which the men were working, ‘under water. 
aWhen the vessel again righted five of the 
men were overboard and the boat was 
swamped, 

Lines were thrown to the swimming men, 
and three were hauled aboard after great 
difficulty, but the other two, Chief Officer 
Alexander Turner and Carpenter Gray, 
could not be saved: The great seas which 
passed carried them further and further 
away. Men volunteered to swim to them 
with lines, but the offers were rejected be- 
cause the attempt would have been sul- 
cidal. After that no further attempts 
were,made to launch boats to rescue the 
crew of the schooner. The York Castle 
stood by six hours, until 8 o’clock in the 
morning, and then, the sea being as rough 
as ever, proceeded on her course. 

About four hours later the Micmac, an- 
other British vessel which was making this 
port from Huelva, hove in sight. -\s soon 
as the waterlogged schooner was seen 
the steamship made for her, and signaled 


that-a boat would ‘be sent to take off the 
crew. The Micmac worked about a tile 
to windward, where she succeeded in 
launching a boat, in command of the chief 
officer and four men. The boat was al- 
lowed to drift with the wind until she got 
astern of the schooner, then those on board 
jumped into the sea one by one and were 
pulled into the boat a. 

Capt, Norwood, = the Willie L. Newton, 
as his sto yesterday as follows: 

We left Brunswick on Feb. 14, bound 
for New. York with a full cargo of ‘umber. 
After we ssed Hatteras we encountered 
a succaneton of gales, which seemed to 
come from every point of the compass. On 
Feb, 20 a great comber broke over us and 
carried away our rudder head and made us 
helpless. As she rolled and. tossed she 
strained herself and before long every seam 
in her had opened.

LASHED TO RIGGING FOR HOURS. 


Rescue of Crew of the Whittier Ashore 
at Barnegat—Sailor Drowned. 


BARNEGAT, N. J., Feb. 22.—Driven out 
of her course by the high wind, and the 
Captain having lost his reckoning in the 
storm and fog, the three-masted schooner 
Olive T. Whittier came ashore at an early 
hour this morning on Long Beach. After 
hours of exposure in the rigging, Capt. 
Whittier and his crew of six were brought 
ashore by the life savers and are being 
cored. for at the Beach Haven Life-Saving 


Sta 

ihe PP wnittier grounded about 1 o’clock 
this morning.well in toward the beach, but 
out of reach of the life-saving lines. She 
struck hard, and then swung around so 
that she lay broadside to the beach, and 
the seas, which were. running high across 
the bar, began to break over her. The 
life savers, who for some time before she 
struck had heard her bell, shot out lines to 
her. The lines either fell short or the 
crew had already taken te the rigging, for 
there was no answering haul, and finally 
the life savers settled down to wait for 
daylight. It was useless to try to put out 
in the surfboat. Not only would the 

breakers have upset the craft, but the ice 
Cakes .were being tossed about so by the 
waves that the boat would have been 

ounded to piéces close to shore. At ‘day- 

reak the crew were seen aloft in the rig- 
ging, and vain efforts were again made to 
throw a line to them. 

After the schooner Struck, Capt, Whittier 
had°ordered all aloft, as it was impossible 
to keep: a*footing on deck, even’ with the 
safety lines which had been rigged, as the 
waves ovens clean over the ship. All the 
men were heavily clad, and all wore oil- 
skins, but they were numbed by the wind 
and. rain, and as with each sway of the 
masts they- were in canger of losing their 
hold, they lashed themselves to the rigging. 

After daylight the sea began to subsi e 
somewhat, and by 9 o’clock an effort was 
made to faunch the surfboat, but it was 
found useless, as the men could not get it 

over the crest of the combers.' The fog 
had lifted by noon, and the sea began to 
subside. At 12:30, after several failures, 
the lifeboat was got out and succeeded in 
reaching ‘the lee of the Whittier. Then it 
was found that the men aloft were too ex- 
hausted and numbed to loosen themselves, 
and two members of the life-saving crew 
had to ascend and aid them.

PANIC IN A THEATRE. 


Falling Plaster. Stampedes Pittsburg 
Audience—Rush for the Doors.

PITTSBURG, Feb. 22.—A panic occurred 
during the. fourth act of “In Old Ken- 
tucky’’ at the Bijou Theatre to-night. 
Both balconies were crowded, and a score 
of women fainted, while dozens rushed for 
the fire exits and ldst their hats and 
wraps, and men trampled over each other, 
leaving overcoats and hats behind. 

The panic was caused by the falling of 
some plaster from Old Library Hall, 
which is above the gallery of the theatre. 
The plaster did not fall through into the 
theatre, but made a tremendous noise. 

The boys in the upper gallery promptly 
made a rush for the exits and trampled 
over each other. George Deyo, Otis Turner, 
Frank Russell, and Bessie Barriscale were 
on the stage when the scare took place, 
and Turner walked to the footlights, raised 
his hands and shouted:that it was only a 
couple of boys in the gallery fighting, and 
that there was no danger. 

The people in the balcony and gallery did 
not listen, but climbed over the chair 
backs and fought each other to get out. 
Some one sent in a fire alarm and the en- 
gines soon arrived. The clanging of the 
bells and the smell of burning fuel led..the 
people inside to believe a fire really €x+ 
isted. .One man shouted: 

“Get out in the aisles and stop them," 
but the instant he got into an aisle he ran 
for the door. 

Down in the crchestra the spectators be- 
haved admirably. Most of them sat quietly 
in their seats, but several women fainted. 

The actors, amid 4ll the tumult, remained 
on the stage and attempted fo cgntinue 
the play, but for five minutes pandemonium 
reigned, and the play was finished. The 
gallery was closed after the rush began, 
and those who rushed out were not allowed 
to go back into the house, 

About twenty women are said to have 
been carried out unconscious, The man- 
agement said that only five women fainted 
and were carried out, Three of these were 
in the balcony and two in the orchestra. 
It. was noticed that most of the men paid

NONES’S LAWYER TALKS 
ALOUT BROACH CASE 


Tells Why Nones Entered and Left 
Now Defunct Bank. 


ITS PRESIDENT FIVE WEEKS 


President Mott of Northport Bank, Who 
Caused Broach’s Arrest, to Go 
Before Grand Jury. 


President Mott, of the Bank of North- 
port, who caused the arrest of Charles F. 
Broach, ex-cashier of the Equitable Nation- 
al Bank, will appear before the Grand Jury 
to-day for the purpose of telling how Broach 
obtained a loan of $3,000 on a certificate 
of the now defunct bank’s stock, alleged to 
be forged. Broach, who is still in the 
Tombs, was visited there yesterday by a 
man who describel himself as a brother 
of the prisoner. 

Charles A. Nones, who was President of 
the dé@éfunct bank at the time Broach was 
cashier, was at ‘the Waldort- Astoria Hotel 
last night: When asked if he had any 
statement to make in regard to Broach Mr. 
Nones replied that he had nothing to say 
except to “fight these people,’’ meaning 
the people who had connected his name 
with that of Broach. He added that he had 
only been in the bank five weeks and that 
he was glad to get out of it, as his expe- 
rience had cost him. considerable money. 
When told that Broach had threatened to 
drag ‘other people’’ down with him Mr. 
Nones said: 

“Well, what are you going to do with @ 
man who is about to be convicted? ” 

Lawyer Alfred Lauterbach, counsel tor 
Mr. Nones, said that Mr. Nones had be- 
come interested in Broach at a time when 
he believed Broach to be a bright young 
man with a good future before him. He 
thought there was a.chance to gain con- 
trol of the bank as a business proposition, 
and entered into an agreement by, which 
he, ‘Nones, was to put up $25,000, and 
Broach was to put up $25,000; the $50,000 
to Be uséd in buying the bank stock. Mr. 
Nones put up his §$25,000-~in cash; ir 
Lauterbach said, and he, Nones, did not 
know until ater that $15,000 of the money 
put into the deal by. Broach: had been 
raised on Broach’s notes up in Connecticut. 

When Mr. Lauterbach was asked 
whether Broach ever got $25,000 of the 
bank's stock, he said that Broach. had not 
held much interest in the bank. Mr. Lauter- 
bach further said that Mr. Nones knew 
nothing whatever about the loan of $15,000 


which Broach made to a friend in Con- 
necticut. 

Between them, Mr. Lauterbach said, Mr. 
Nones and Broach purchased stock from 
Messrs. Carraway, Schultz, and Bell, who 
were Directors of the bank. At that time 
the bank’s affairs apneared to be in good 
conditicn. They paid 107% for the stock 
at a time when there seemed to be deposits 
of $820,000, and everything seemed prosper- 
ous. But after getting into the bank Mr. 
Nones discovered that the bank’s funds had 
been impaired to the extent of $35,000. Mr. 
Nones insisted that this be made good, Mr. 
Lauterbach said, and that this was done. 
so that the bank had a surplus of $15,000 
ever what was ree for the report to 
the Controller of the Currency. Mr. Lau- 
terbach said that Mr, Nones decided to get 
out and did so, selling his stock for much 
less than he had paid for it.

An intelligent audience, that quite filled 
the huge Knickerbocker Theatre yesterday 
afternoon, followed Mr. Ben Greet’s scene- 
less production of “ Twelfth Night” with 
rapt interest, altogether unsuggestive of 
the tedium of archaeology, and burst from 
time to time into hearty laughter or admir- 
ing applause, ending with call upon call 
for the company, that continued until long 
after the theatre would have ordinarily 
been emptied. 

The tribute was mainly, no doubt, to the 
acting. Since the revival of this play by 
the late Augustin Daly there has been 
nothing seen in America comparable to the 
work of the cast as a whole; and even Mr. 
Daly’s production, aided as it was by the 
art’of a few brilliant comedians, was less 
harmenious in the ensemble and.less in- 
stinct with the authentic spirit of Shake- 
Spearean poetry. The perfgrmance of the 
play by Mr. Beerbohm Tree's company in 
London some three years ago, was more 
brilliant in spots and more compelling 
to mirth; but, for all its supreme beauty 
oi atmospheric scenery, it lacked the imagi- 
native appeal of the performance now in 
Broadway. 

The dominant note of poetry was struck 
by the Viola of Miss Edith Wynne Matthi- 
son, most widely known here for her aus- 
terely beautiful and tragic Everyman, 
but no less favorably remembered by a few 
for her Rosalind in the woodland scenes 
of “As You Like It,’”’ given last Spring in 
the South Field of Columbia University— 
an open-air performance in more senses 
than one, the largeness and breadth of 
which, full of pastoral sentiment and idyl- 
lic comedy. must ever remain a treasure in 
the memory. 

Like her Rosalind, Miss Matthison’s pres- 
ent performance is stronger in its poetry 
and sentiment than in its comedy. One 


seldom felt—as one often should feel—that 
Viola, for all her ltove-sickness, is girlishly 
ach and subtilely witty. Not that Miss 
Matthison lacks fun, by any means. When 
the situations obviously demanded it, her 
humor was delicious. 

The bits‘of comedy arising from Viola's 
boyish disguise she marked with the light- 
est of feminine shrinkings at the knees, 
the most evanescent of girlish frowns and 
moues, that gave one the very form and 
substance of Shakespeare’s heroine. In 
the duel with Sir Andrew, in which it has 
been customary for Viola to emphasize the 
fun at the end by soundly thwacking the 
craven Knight with the flat of her sword, 
she administered a soft stroke or two and 
had done, thereby avoiding hysterics and 
preserving poetic dignity. Thus, if her per- 
tormances seemed to leck brilliancy, this 
was due in the main to the fact that, un- 
like the most striking of her predecessors, 
Miss Ada Rehan, she resolutely abstained 
from playing for points; and thereby pre- 
served the integrity of the character as a 
poetic creation. 

Where the cue was for the sadness of 
passional sentiment, Miss Matthison was 
supreme. Her face is one that of Itself 
expresses heroic sorrow; the calm, slow, 
vital moods of her temperament pass over 
it like the mirror of a dream. Her few re- 
poseful attitudes and her sparing gestures 
tiow into a whole of perfect plastic grace. 
She had only to stand by a door at the back 
of the stage and fix her eyes on the Duke 
to command the attention of the audience. 
And her golden, full voice, and the ex- 
quisite cadences of her poetic reading! They 
have dusky splendors that one might de- 
scribe till doomsday without even faintly 
suggesting. 

One must not, however, forget that this 
is a case of a company, not of an actress, 
and proceed to Malvolio. Mr. Greet has 
asserted without réservation that he is a 
rotten bad actor; and as it will be neces- 
sary to dispute him with regard to many 
points of archaeology in his production it is 
doubly distressing to have to face him down 
here with the asseveration that his per- 
formance is on all but the very highest 
level, The austere imagination evinced in 
the Puritan of Sir Henry Irving’s embodi- 
ment it had not, nor even the extravagant 
fantastic conviction of Beerbohm Tree. Yet 
it was a creation of well-rounded “irtuosity, 
virile force, and abundant comic spirit, and 
was thus in a sense more satisfactory than 
either. Its quality was humanity and life- 
likeness, a virtue which the more imagina- 
tive actors somehow failed of. 

Mr. Crawley’s Sir Andrew was a creation 
of much dry humor and artistic delicacy, 
quite a marve! of the force of restraint; 
and Mr. Field's Sir Toby was its unctuous 
companion. Mr. Collins, as Feste, half 
talked his songs in a manner that was not 
without art. Better a thousand times to 
talk a lyric intelligently than sing it bad- 
ly! And he mercifully spared us the jing- 
ling capers, the senseless crooning at his 
bauble of the conventional clown. George 
Riddell was a tsriking Antonio, and read 
his lines with admirable voice and discre- 
tion. 

Giving all credit to the acting, however, 
a large part of the pleasure was due to the 
fact that the play was represented in some- 
thing approaching the manner in which it 
was written to be represented, For Mr. 
Greet’s statement that it was first acted 
Jan. 6, 1601, there is no adequate authority, 
but it was actec on Feb. 2 of that year in 
the Hall of the Middle Temple, London, as 
we learn froin the diary of John Manning- 
ham. Mr. Greet has done an interesting 
thing in making his stage represent the 
stage end of that hall. 

Much more important is the fact that he 
has quite dispensed.with the use of mova- 
ble scenery. The action proceeds without 
interruption, except for a pause in the mid- 
dle to rest the attention. it thus becomes 
possible *o give the text in its entirety in 
some half ar hour more than the “ two 
hours’ traffic ’’ of Shakespeare's phrase. 

The gain is signal and unalloyed. Never 
is the attention distracted from the actors 
to the contemplation of irrelevant pictures. 
The episodes succeed each other, not 1 
some inverse order, made necessary by the 
exigencies of the scene shifter, but in the 
order of Shakespeare’s well’ regulated nar- 
rative, and without the qmission of a phrase 
or an episode that he thought necessary to 
the full effect of the whole. It was the 
force of the narrative and the completeness 
of the development of the characters, ouite 
as much as the acting. that, consciously or 
unconsciously, held the attention of the 
audience. 

As to the accuracy of the details of Mr. 
Greet’s archaeology, full comment would be 
voluminous. It may be suggested here, 
however, that as Shakespeare demonstrably 
used movable properties to represent the 
tomb of the Capulets and Ophelia’s grave, 
the box trees in Olivia’s garden, which he 
names in his text. were not beyond his 
managerial resources. There is little €oubt 
that he has marked the ends of acts by a 
shifting of properties. b 

fs it not likely, too, that instead of keep- 
ing the mac Malvolio behind the scenes he 
made him appear ai a door representing the 
door of his cage? Mr. Franklin Sargent so 
arranged matters when his pupils staged 
the piece in the Elizabethan manner, and 
the effect was far better than that of Mr. 
Greet’s arrangement. It scarcely signifies 
that Malvolio is said to “see not” the 
clown disguised as Sir Topas. He was too 
mad to see anything. In fact Mr. Sargent’s 
production struck us as_being throughout 
more intelligent, archaeologically. 

What business have those beef eaters 
standing at the sides of the stage between 
the actors and the audience! Why permit 
the Bluecoat boys who draw the curtains of 
the alcove up stage to —. the floor dur- 
ing the pause? Those things are worse 
than irrelevant, and as disturbing to the 
effect as much fine scenery. Archaeology 
is useful when it is brought into feguiet- 
tion to make the stage a fitter and more 
powerful instrument for the revival of the 
play. When, it is used as a feather of 
quaintness to tickle the dull ear of: igno- 
rance—that’s villainous. Pray you, avoid it. 

It is an open secret in England that Mr. 
Poel and his Elizabethan stage society, of 
which Mr. Greet is a representative, are 
quite mad nor’norwest, right'as they are 
in the main matter of artistic hawks and 
handsaws. 


Viola 
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PEOPLE’S CHORAL 
A Superb Performance of “The 


siah” Given Last Evening. 

The chorus of the People’s Choral Union 
makes few appearances each season before 
the public; but at those appearances it 
creates anew the surprise and delight that 
its singing caused when, after the few 
years of its pupillary stage, it first under- 
touk the public performance of chora] music 
of the highest flights. It gave a concert 
last evening in Carnegie Hall, under Mr. 
I'rank Damrosch's direction, 
repeated its remarkable performance of 
“The Messiah.”” Such singing from so 
large a body ot singers is rarely heard, 
and such a performance of an oratorio that 
has for one reason and another fallen into 
the discouraging ruts of conventionalism 
is o stimulus and a delight to lovers of 
choral singing. 

The chorus has a superb body of tone, 
full and rich; its balance is such as must 
be the envy of chorus masters everywhere. 
The chorus is well balanced, The tenors 
are a large and eager constituent of it, in- 
stead of the small and hesitating one that 


so often struggles against hopeless odds. 
Eagerness and enthusiasm, however, are 
qualities that pervade the whole chorus. 
They characterize all its work, and give it 
a vitality that is often positively Se 
its phrasing and its confidence entrance in 
all fugal passages, its dynamic gradation 
and its finish and precision, are admirabie, 
especially when the size of the chorus is 
considered. 

Particularly noteworthy is the clearness 
of its enunciation, which not only makes 
it evident that English is the language of 
the text, but lets’ almost every word be 
clearly understood. ‘The Messiah’’ ap- 
‘pears under such treatment again like a 
iving and vital message of art. 

The twelve seasons during which the Peo- 
ple’s Choral Union has been zealously 
studying under Mr. Damrosch’s direction 
have made it into a body of splendid power, 
one that is exerting a powerful influence 
on the musical life of the city and is 
destined to work still more potently for 
the benefit of culture among a great sec- 
tion of the city’s inhabitants 

Iiow much it means to the people who are 
most nearly concerned is measured by_the 
sacrifices they make for it and the love 
and Gevotier they bring to their work in it. 
How much it ought to mean to the admir- 
ers of oratorio was abundantly shown by 
the performance last ae

Mr. Raymond Hitchcock, having fallen 
from his high estate as Dodo the King, 
made ‘his reappearance at the Broadway 
yesterday as Abijah Booze, -the lazy and 
bibulous Yankee Consul of Puerto Plata, 
Santo Domingo, who gets mixed up in Rik- 
kis, matrimony for revenue only, and a 
Latin-American revolution. What the piece, 
of which he is the eponymous hero, would 
have been without him it is perhaps not 
wise to inquire. In point of fact he gave 
the effect of absorbing it all, women and 
song, together with a daisy chain of drinks, 
and exuded all together in copious meas- 
ure, to the endless delight of an audience 
that forgot to root for laughing. 

It was not that his part was dispropor- 
tionately fat. There could have been much 
more of it without detriment—there prob- 
ably will be much more of it as the weeks 
wear on. But what there was of it was a 
rapid succession of the cocktails of Amer- 
ican wit that go down smooth and explode 
when they get there. Mr. Hitchcock had 
taken the trouble to create his part as a 
character, and was careful not to step out- 
side it. So all of his lines came off like a 
Russian mine under one of the Czar’s men- 
of-war. When he had no more he gave 
way to ballets of Castilian girls in cos- 
tumes made out of cigar ribbons of the 
Spanish blood and gold, or to choruses of 
Domingan soldiers in brilliant scarlet and 
white. 

At first sight it would appear that no 
better theme for a satirical comic opera is 
afforded by Sulu and its Sultan in process 
of assimilating Constitution and cocktails 
than is afforded by the periodical phe- 
nomenon of a Latin race attempting to as- 
similate American ideas of constitutional 
government—and revolution. 

But even if Mr. Blossom, instead of being 
himself full blown, had been a budding 
George Ade, it is doubtful whether his play 
would have been one-tenth as. funny-as: the 
reports in the morning papers as to the 
revolution actual!; gcing on in Santo Do- 
mingo, in which the insurgents, having ap- 
parently about three rounds of am muni- 
tion, fired the first of them at the United 
States of America in the hope. as it was 
reported, of being benevolently assimilated 
jin consequence, to the confusion of their 
enemy, the Government. Mr. Blossom has 
given us a girl who reveals the insurgent 
plot for fear that if it is allowed to come 
off, it will spoil the Governor’s ball that 
evening. But after that broadside aimed at 
benevolent assimliation, this is too trivial. 
There are times when the wildest fiction 


poles beside the dazzling pyrotechnics of 
act. 


If any one fact detached itself from the 
usual brilliancy of scenery and bimmity- 
bang of music, it was the reappearance of 
the good old pink tights. Who was it said 
that in these latter days of matinée girls 
and modistery musical comedy hadn’t a 
leg to stand on? ‘The Yankee Consul” 
comes pretty near being a centipede, ‘and 
they are not. bad, either. A fig for your 
Paris hats and Paris gowns! Man has 
rights, even in the theatre, and one of the 
rights inalienable is that musical comedy 


shall not be so silly as to be quite without 
understanding. Even Viola, as archaeolo- 
gized by Ben Greet, wears hose to her 
doublet, and that’s about all his archaeol- 
ogy has to stand on. 

Eva Davenport was the half-millionaire 
Castilian widow of the Yankee Consul’s as- 
pirations, and her huge bulk did not exceed 
the unction and humor she evinced in her 
few opportunities. Flora Zabelle and Rose 
Botti were her daughter and niece, and 
sang and danced after their kind. 

The first scene, by Walter Burridge, had 
distinct atmospheric effect and local color.

It was long ago known that the extra 
Washington's Birthday matinée perform- 
ance of “ Parsiful’” would be quite as 
crowded as all the performances of the 
work that have been given in the regular 
series.

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THE VENEZUELA AWARD. 

The world must bow to the decision of 
The Hague Tribunal, according preferen- 
tial privileges to the three Powers, Great 
Britain, Germany, and Italy, in the col- 
lection of their claims against Venezuela. 
It is not incompatible with the respect 
we owe to the court, however, to say 
that the people of the United States will 
regard the decision with the same feel- 
ing of surprise and regret that was occa~ 
sioned by the extraordinary finding of 
King Oscar of Sweden in the Samoan 
controversy. We will not say that this 
decision makes it less probable that con- 
troversies of American origin will hence- 
forth be referred to The Hague for set- 
tlement, but we are decidedly of the 
opinion that this award will incline us to 
take serious thought about the measures 
by which we may best prevent the rais- 
ing of international questions relating to 
South American republics of a nature 
likely to reference to The 
Hague. 

The decision of The Hague court actu- 
ally confers a reward of merit upon three 
powerful European nations for going to 
war with a weak little Spanish-American 
convulsions, to 


involve a 


republic, torn by civil 
collect money claims and damages which 
had never been subjected to any impar- 
tial examination. The court says in ef- 
fect that by blockading the ports of 
Venezuela, sinking her gunboats, and 
bombarding her land defenses these 
three Powers followed a course so meri- 
torious as compared with the United 
States, France, Mexico, Spain, and \other 
claimant Powers that they are entitled to 
preferential treatment over the other 
creditors. Venezuela must first pay 
them; the creditors who did not make 
war upon her must take their chances of 
satisfaction later. Of course, this is a 
direct encouragement to European Pow- 
ers to unite in a blockading adventure as 
often as they claim to have money due 
them from Spanish-American republics. 
It directly encourages the repetition of 
such disquieting international incidents 
as the sordid little war against Ven- 
ezuela. The grave anxiety with which 
we regarded this hostile visit of TEuro- 
pean warships to American waters, our 
very earnest desire that the affair might 
be quickly ended, and the growing im- 
patience with which we viewed its need- 
less prolongation have not passed from 
the memory of the American people. We 
are now admonished that when next our 
Government is sounded by European 
Powers as to the view it would take of 
a demonstration of that nature, our as- 
sent must not be quite so cheerfully 
given. The unfortunate effect of the 
award just made must be counteracted 
by letting it be well understood that our 
policy will be to discourage a resort to 
war upon little States for the collection 
of private debts. 

The grievances upon which Great Brit- 
ain based her demands were petty an- 
moyances and seizures of small vessels 
said to belong to her subjects in the 
course of the civil war in Venezuela, dur- 
ing which a wrongful use of the British 
flag and adjacent insular territory of 
Great Britain was constantly made by 
the insurgents. The case of the Maria 
Theresa, of the Pastor, of the Indiana, of 
the In Time, and the other cases were 
fuljy explained to the court, which de- 
cided that it was not called upon to in- 
quire into the merits of the claims based 
upon them. The protocols signed at 
Weshington on Feb. 13, 1903, between 
Venezuela and the three blockading Pow- 
ers seem to have been the chief matter 
upon which the court felt that it was 
called upon to pass. In those protocols, 
which were, of course, signed under du- 
ress, Venezuela being willing to make 
almost any terms to put an end to the 
b’ockade, it was agreed that she should 
pay to Great Britain and Italy $27,500 
each in cash and to Germany $325,000 in 
five monthly installments. The other 
claims, growing out of the disturbances 
of war and the German investments in 
railroads and industrial undertakings in 
Venezuela, were by the protocols re- 
ferred to mixed commissions sitting in 
Caracas, charged with the duty of in- 
quiring into the nature of the injury 
complained of and the amount of com- 
pensation due. It was further agreed 
that the question of a “ separate settle- 
ment,” that is, preferential treatment for 
Great Britain, Germany, and _ Italy, 
should be referred to The Hague Tri- 
bunal. Pending the decision of the court 
Venezuela agreed to set aside 30 per 
cent. of the customs receipts of the ports 
of La Guayra and Puerto Cabello, to be 
held by representatives of the Bank of 
England. The unanimous decision of the 
court is that the three blockading Pow- 


_ ers have a right to this preferential 30 


per cent.; and the United States is 
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charged with the duty’ of carrying out 
the decision. 

It is to be observed that Great Britain, 
Germany, and Italy on their mere“ say 
so,” without submitting their claims to 
any examination whatever, extorted from 
Venezuela the sum of $380,000 as a con- 
dition of raising the blockade. Mr. 
WAYNE MAcVEAGH, in his argument be- 
fore The Hague court, presented briefly 
the history of a large number of claims 
submitted to the consideration of inter- 
national commissions, and pointed: out 
that out of an aggregate demand for 
$719,000,000 in these cases the commis- 
sions allowed only $8,000,000. Yet, said 
he, at the cannon’s mouth these blockad- 
ing Powers collect “first line” claims 
amounting to $880,000 from defenseless 
Venezuela. They have now secured pref- 
erential treatment for all their other 
claims, It sometimes happens that pal- 
pable injustice is done and the most ab- 
surd conclusions are reached by courts 
because of technical rules of procedure 
which exclude from consideration the 
vital facts that every man of sense has 
uppermost in his mind. It would appear 
that something of this nature has hap- 
pened in the Venezuela award. The 
court felt that the question of preferen- 
tial treatment as presented in the proto- 
cols was the only one before it for inter- 
pretation, and that it had nothing to do 
with the question of the merit of the 
claims which had been referred to the 
mixed commissions. Neither did it con- 
cern itself with the question whether the 
three Powers were justified in making 
war upon Venezuela. We must assume, 
of course, that from this fountain of 
justice only justice has come in this 
award. But from the minds of. the people 
of this country, who are privileged to 
take into account all the facts of the case 
from the beginning, it would be most 
difficult to remove the impression that 
it thé award be just, justice here rests 
upon a foundation of injustice. 


SANTO DOMINGO. 

Our attitude and conduct in Santo Do- 
mingo have been irreproachably correct 
thus far. It is to be hoped and expected 
that they will continue to be so, 

Insurgents in Santo Domingo, as in 
certain other Central American States, 
whether “ Latin” or “ Afro” American, 
are such for revénue only. And they all 
equally make for the Custom Houses as 
the most obvious “visible supply” of 
revenue. This is what they have done in 
Santo Domingo. The ports of the island 
are the points at which insurgents neces- 
sarily aim. Those are also the points at 
which they are surest to come into col- 
lision with the rights of neutrals. In 
Santo Domingo just now it appears that 
there is a special reason for not ob- 
structing traffic, a reascn of humanity, 
since the population is in straits for want 
of provisions, which it can get only by 
way of the sea. When an American 
liner was due at the port, both warring 
factions, that of the Government and 
that of the insurgents, were fully ap- 
prised by our Minister of the fact, and 
both agreed to let her land her cargo 
without molestation. The Government 
kept the agreement, but the “ insur- 
gents” did not. They fired upon the 
ship, which was under the protection not 
only of the Government, but of their own 
leaders, and compelled the use of the 
force which we had discreetly provided in 
view of such an emergency. 

Our naval representative, acting in 
concert with our diplomatic representa- 
tive, took steps to make the offenders 
respect their own agreement and the 
American flag. These steps were no 
more than the occasior required. The 
offenders were driven away from the 
harbor, and their nest, which they had 
improvidently established within the 
range of a warship’s guns, was shelled 
until they were driven out of it. They 
have been since circulating a protest in 
which the United States man-of-war is 
described as having performed the diffi- 
cult feat of impairing the “ national dig- 
nity” of the Dominican Republic. 

This protest is not likely to inflame 
the Dominicans and need not concern us, 
Of course, we have not the slightest in- 
tention of interfering in their domestic 
quarrels nor of obstructing any opera- 
mutual extermination upon 
which they may have entered. But of 
course we have the intention of prevent- 
ing an attack upon an American vessel 
which goes into a Dominican harbor on a 
peaceful and lawful errand,

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WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN COLORADO. 

It was not a pretty picture of the 
working of woman suffrage in Colorado 
which we presented from the official 
testimony in the Shafroth case on Sun- 
day. It sustained in detail the inference 
that we had made on the first news of 
Mr. SHAFROTH’s very honorable aban- 
donment of his seat, namely, that women 
appear to have gone in Colorado very 
much what men did in the way of cor- 
ruption, violation of the law and cheat- 
ing. They were in some instances just 
as coarse and defiant of decency. In 
others, for example the lady who cheated 
the cheaters by providing her voters 
with Democratic buttons, they were 
more ingenious. They seem, when they 
sold their votes, to have got higher 
rates than the men; when they hired out 
for repeating, they accepted lower rates 
than the men, which indicates a sort of 
social gradation in viciousness of a curi- 
ous nature, not easily matched on the 
masculine side. Certainly this particular 
case does not show any special improve- 
ment in the political morals of the State 
due to woman suffrage. But @e have 
the testimony of Mr. SHAFROTH, who has 
given signal proof of his sineerity, that, 
making comparison over a considerable 
period and throughout the whole State, 
there has been substantial improvement, 
and in his opinion it is due to the votes 
and action of women. If that be true, 
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conditions. originally must have’ been as 
shocking as, say, they are‘in Philadel- 
phia to-day. : 

One thing is worth noting: The Repub- 
lican women showed a lot of pluck in the 
way they asserted their rights and under- 
took to prevent illegal action. The lady, 
well named Stour, who challenged a man 
who had given the name of her former 
“ beau,” stood to her work very bravely, 
though she was struck, thrown down, 
and her pojl-book taken from her. An- 
other one, Mrs. WARMS, a Republican 
Judge of Election, literally fought with 
the Democratic heelers, and only went 
home after she had had her book wrested 
from her, her “ nose smashed,” and the 
Democrats had secured possession of the 
ballot box she was trying to protect. The 
picture that shows women in a most un- 
lovely light in some regards, shows others 
to have been resolute and courageous 
beyond the average of the stronger sex. 
And one voter who appears to especial 
advantage was an unfortunate outcast, 
who was threatened with arrest if she 
did not vote illegally, refused, and when 
she was taken to the’ polling place in- 
sisted on giving her real name and de- 
claring that she was not registered. Such 
an instance, and the—shall we say manli- 
ness?—of the honest women, cannot be 
disregarded in estimating the signifi- 
cance of the testimony in the Shafroth 
case. 

Still, making allowance for these, the 
history of the case clearly does not sus- 
tain the radical claims made for woman 
suffrage. ‘The ingenious lady who mar- 
shaled her troup into the place of regjs- 
try with Democratic buttons on their 
bosoms, a born politician, one would say, 
was asked if she were a Repuhlican, and 
replied: “I have always voted that 
ticket because my husband was a Repub- 
lican, but I don’t know anything about 
politics.” To the extent that this spirit 
prevails, woman suffrage would increase 
the number of votes without changing 
the result. And that is probably the 
best that could be said for it, though it 
is very far from being the most that 
could be said against it. 


“FORCED LABOR” IN THE TRANS- 
VAAL. 

It will not have been forgotten that one 
of the chief troubles of the Outlanders 
in the South African Republic who were 
engaged in developing the mineral re- 
sources of the Rand was that of labor, 
nor that one of their chief grievances, 
upon which they induced Great Britain 
to go to war, was that the local Govern- 
ment would do nothing to help them out 
of this trouble. They considered that 
the South African Republic owed it to 
them to cheapen the cost of Kafir labor 
and increase its trustworthiness ‘“‘ by ap- 
propriate legislation.” The South Afri- 
can Republic thought ‘differently. 

After the Republic was destroyed the 
question by no means disappeared. Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN dealt with it during his vis- 
it in South Africa. What he said was, in 
effect, that the Kafir who could work 
and would not work should be made ‘to 
work — a statement which naturally 
aroused much consternation and opposi- 
tion in Great Britain. The advent of 
British rule was signalized by the cut- 
ting down of Kafir wages one half, But 
that plan did not work. It has been 
abandoned by Lord MILNER, or at least 
postponed. The importation of Chinese 
coolie labor, which is undeniably tracta- 
ble and undeniably cheap, is the expe- 
dient that recommends itself to Lord 
MILNER. A bill providing for a trial of it 
is now before Parliament, and hus been 
made the subject of an interesting de- 
bate in the House of Lords. 

The more this bill is examined, the 
more questionable does it become. That 
it would attain the immediate object of 
Lord MILNER and the Outlanders by pro- 
viding a supply of cheap and trustworthy 
labor does not seem to be disputed. But 
it is vehemently insisted that it will 
prevent the attainment of objects even 
more important. One of these objects 
is the federation of South Africa, which 
is the darling project of Lord Miner, 
and one of the darling projects of Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN. The protest of a dozen Boer 
leaders, including Messrs. Bonya, Ds- 
LAREY, BURGER, and Smuts, is published 
at Pretoria, denying that Mr. LyrrLeton, 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
had any warrant for stating, in the 
House of Commons, that it was the de- 
sire of the people of the Transvaal to 
import Asiatic labor. On the contrary, 
they assure him, on behalf of an “ over- 
whelming majority” of the Boers, that 
the Boers are opposed to it as tending 
to prevent the Transvaal from becoming 
“a white man’s country.” They de- 
nounce the measure as ‘“‘a public calam- 
ity of the first magnitude.” 

Several of the bishops took dart in the 
debate in the House of Lords, and depre- 
cated the measure upon moral grounds. 
But the consideration that is most likely 
to carry weight is that its enactment 
would very much discourage the cause 
of “Imperialism” in Australasia. Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand have deliberately 
and effectively excluded Chinese cheap 
labor, upon the ground that ‘ts unques- 
tioned economic advantages were not 
worth the social and civic disadvantages 


which it entailed. That the authoriza-. 


tion of coolie labor would disaffect these 
colonies seems to be quite clear. As to 
South Africa itself, the feeling in favor 
of the measure in the Transvaal, as the 
Boer protest indicates, is confined to the 
Outlanders whose interest in the coun- 
try is simply the productiveness of the 
mines, while in Cape Colony it seems that 
the feeling is unanimous against it. 
* Rest assured,” wrote Sir WILLIAM Har- 
COURT, in a vigorous letter to a London 
meeting called to protest against the 
project, “that Cape Colony will never 
federate with a Chinese-strieken prov- 
ince.” And he goes on: 

For the Kafir native population we have 


some hopes ‘tht.the: contact. with British 
freedom will do something to raise them 
in. the scale of civilization; but for these 
Chinese bondsmen, what prospect do we 
offer but a@ deeper degradation in a condi- 
tion from which they are prohibited to 
emerge? It is impéssible to ‘contemplate 
such a prospect without indignation and 
disgust, It is reaction in its vilest shape 
and throwing .back the moral sense of the 
nation a whole century since the emancipa- 
tion of the slave. 

Upon the whole, it seems that the pro- 
posed importation of Chinese cdolies 
‘held to labor” may not be the line of 
least resistance which Lord MiLNER 
fondly thought it to be when he pro- 
posed it.

THE JUDGES’ RETIREMENT BILL. 

The bill to which we have already re- 
ferred for the retirement of Judges of the 
Supreme Court and Court of Appeals on 
half pay at seventy, after sixteen years’ 
service, will come up again to-morrow in 
the Assembly for reconsideration. We are 
far from holding that there is only one 
side to the question involved. We think 
that there is some force in the argument 
that a Judge content to live in the sim- 
plicity that prevailed in the last genera- 
tion might accumulate enough in four- 
teen or sixteen years to meet reasonable 
demands upon him at the age of seventy. 
But we also think that our Judges are 
by no means overpaid, that it is desirable 
to attract to the bench the very best 
talent of the bar, and that the dignity of 
the bench does require a more expen- 
sive scale of living than was practiced 
in the earlier days. Especially we think 
that the fact that a ‘Judge at seventy 
who has been on the bench since he was 
fifty-four, or one at any age who has 
been on the bench twenty-five years, is 
not in a position to resume the practice 
of his profession, ought to weigh heavily 
in favor of the bill. The bill has received 
practically the unanimous support of the 
press at this end of the State, and has 
encountered no opposition from the bar: 
The expense involved is very insignifi- 
cant, and there is no precedent estab- 
lished because the circumstances are 
wholly peculiar.

THE NEWS FROM CHE-MUL-PHO. 

The first definite intelligence of the 
land operations of the Japanese in Korea 
reaches this country through the dis- 
patches received at this office from the 
correspondents of The London Times at 
Wei-hai-Wei. The steamer of The Times 
with its correspondents was permitted to 
enter Che-mul-pho by a circuitous route, 
and the detailed facts as to the present 
and prospective situation there and the 
operations toward the north are ex- 
tremely interesting. 

Two facts are significant. The Japan- 
ese were entirely ready to seize Che-mul- 
pho the moment the success of the naval 
blow at Port Arthur was known, the two 


actions being a part of a well-devised: 


plan, and the second was carried ‘out as 
brilliantly as the first, the celerity and 
precision of the disembarkation exciting 
the unqualified admiration of British ex- 
perts, who declared that it showed ad- 
ministrative perfection superior to that 
of any European Power. The second fact 
is that the Japanese by their prompt 
payment for all supplies and the order 
and discipline of their army are winning 
the good-will of the Koreans, no small 
factor in the movements that must fol- 
low. Interesting details are found in the 
dispatches as to the probable movements 
of the Russian as well as the Japanese 
forces to the north and in the valley of 
the Yalu. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——tTerrible tales were told not long ago 
about public and private wickedness in St. 
Louis, and it is not generally known that 
the condition of the city, as there revealed 
by the magazines and newspapers—with 
some incidental help from.various Missouri 
courts—has since changed vastly for the 
better. Such, however, is the case, and 
now St. Louis and her people are so ex- 
tremely good that the difference between 
perfection and the state to which they have 
attained is almost too small to measure. 
We;make this statement confidently, not 
because we have received any di-ect infor- 
mation to that effect, but because we 
notice that an association composed of 
eighteen St. Louis clergymen, said to be 
“*the best-known ministers in town,’ have 
been moved to make a united attack upon— 
the “at homes’’ which ex-Gov. FRAnNcrs, 
President of the Louisiana Purchase Fair, 
is accustomed to hold at his home on Sun- 
day evening! Now, of course, if St. Louis 
were not in a state of almost excessive 
sanctification, if its officials were not all 
disinterested patriots and its citizens not 
free from sizable faults and vices, this 
estimable band of eminent parsons would 
have something else to do before they 
tackled the Sunday evening receptions of 
the ex-Governor and his wife. Mind, we are 
not defending their choice of a night for 
these functions. Whatever opinion we may 
have on that question, unless it happens to 
coincide with that of the St. Louis. min- 
isters, is probably worth less than theirs, 
except for our own private uses, but, ad- 
mitting for the sake of the argument that 
Sunday evening receptions are in some de- 
gree reprehensible, obviously they art not 
as reprehensible as any one of a dozen or 
more transgressions against law and morals 
that were until recently, according to com- 
mon report, the commonplaces of St. Louis 
life. And naturally, if all those graver 
sins had not been abolished, the ministers 
would now be fighting those long depart- 
ures from rectitude and not a short one. 
The ex-Governor’s ‘“‘at homes’ are de- 
scribed as of the simplest character—mere 
gatherings of friends for quiet conversa- 
tion. with no other means of entertainment 
provided. Fortunate, indeed, is the city 
where the expert moralist can find nothing 
worse than this to war against, and more 
fortunate the clergy that can win' ‘public 
attention for a “movement” for remedy- 
ing an evil from which the public suffering 
and loss’ are as small as from this one. 
They have the millennium in plain sight, 

-——President Exiot of Harvard wrote to 
The Boston Transcript last week requesting 
permission to give its readers ‘‘ three recent 
examples of the inaccurate reporting from 
which the American public suffer—the re- 
sult of hasty, careless, Inferior work.” The 
examples, of course, were all in President 
EwiotT’s own experience, and it must be ad- 


mitted that they were pretty trying to the. 


patience, First, he appeared in print as tell- 
ing the Boston Central Labor Union that 
“‘we are told to béar one another's bur- 
dens, but to make every man’s burden no- 


in that language these words have no mean- 
ing that: makes.them particularly appli- 
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heavier than the weakest can bear.” What: 
he said was, “ but not. to make,” &c., the 
omission of the.‘‘ not’? making quite a dif- 
ference, as it would in most negative sen- 
tences. Second, he was quoted as calling 
the strike breaker ‘‘a rather contemptible 
kind of hero,” when the adjective he really 
used was “humble.” Third, in a paper read 
in this city, President Exsot’s words were, 
“The uneducated Northern whites are less 
tolerant. of the negro than the Southern 
whites,’’ and the-—or-a--report docked ‘the 
“ uneducated " of its prefix.. Now, it must 
be admitted that these are mistakes that 
might occur in any newspaper—that do 
occur in all papers somewhat more fre- 
quently than now and then, But are they 
really indicative of inaccurate reporting— 
the results of hasty, careless, inferior work? 
Inaecurate and hasty, no doubt, but care- 
less and inferior are harsh terms. It is in- 
evitable that the preparation of newspapers 
should be rapid, for otherwise they would 
not deserve their name or serve their pur- 
pose, but the number of inaccuraries that 
appear in the papers is evidence of careless 
and inferior work only to those who forget 
or never observed the proportion of hits to 
misses made by the papers in recording 
day by day the doings of the world. ‘ In- 
ferior '’ to whom, pray? We all know what 
happens to a story as it passes from mouth 
to mouth in ordinary conversation, though 
all the mouths be anxious to tell the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
and that discrepancies will appear in the 
testimony of honest witnesses is taken as 
such a matter of course in the courts that 
exact agreement between several accounts 
of anything at all complex usually excites 
suspicion. The average citizen in @ day 
discusses a few topics, with which he is 
usually familiar, and, as the saying is, he 
“gets things crooked” with great fre- 
quency. The newspapers deal with every- 
thing, mostly at second hand—when it isn’t 
at fifth or tenth hand—and, considering 
their innumerable opportunities for making 
mistakes, their approach to aecuracy is 
wonderfully close—or ought to be regarded 
so by the people who know nothing of the 
constant and laborious efforts that render 
the approach possible. 


——Oldest inhabitants are finding their 
work cut out for them this Winter, and 
already they have substituted for the su- 
perior air they usually wear when telling 
about the weather of days when weather 
was weather an anxious look that hints 
of difficulty in finding records—or recol- 
lections—that will save them from con- 
fession that the horrorg of the past have 
been outdone. They are raking through 
the diaries cf 1855 now to prove that this 
is not the first year in which such and 
such a harbor or bay froze over, and, 
though ‘the ancient ones have as yet dis- 
covered a precedent for most that is hap- 
pening, it is evident that they are not 
happy. Neither are the rest of us, for 
that matter. There was no general desire 
that an imitation either lifelike or death- 
like of the arctic regions should be given 
in these latitudes, and the discomfiture 
of the oldest inhabitants but slightly miti- 
gates the common dissatisfaction. And it’s 
little comfort we can get out of the in- 
frequent relaxations of the cold, for hardly 
do they begin before the Weather Bureau 
men receive and circulate news from the 
West of another frigid wave bearing down 
on us, and the result is that we have to 
shiver in’ anticipation as well as in reality. 


——Perhaps if the automibile people would

THE SMALL TALK OF WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 22.—Four. stalwart- 
looking; roughly dressed citizens claiming 
to-be detectives gave the Congressional 
party which attended the Hanna _ funeral 
the scare of their lives. Shertly after leav- 
ing, Cleveland on the return trip the Assist- 
ant Sergeant at Arms saw in the dining car 
four men who plainly had no connection 
with the party. They were asked about 
their business, and gave the prompt and 
rough reply that their business was not 
the business of any man on the train. 
When further pressed, they finally de- 
clared they were detectives. 

Senator Kean of New Jersey, who is a 
railway power, heard the reply and tnade 
anh uneasy report to some of his associates 
in a rear car. 

‘They look to me like train robbers,” he 
said to Senator Beveridge. ‘I am con- 
fident they are not detectives.”’ 

There were thirty Senators and Repre- 
sentatives on the train. A conference was 
speedily called and, without regari to 
party differences, an agreement was 
reached.

LABOR UNIONISM DENOUNCED. 


Industrial Association Declares its 


Propoganda Revolutionary. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 22.—At the con- 
vention of the Citizens’. Industrial Asso- 
ciation of America to-day the following res- 
olutions were unanimously adopted with 
cheers: 

“The propaganda of labor unionism in 
the United States and the every-day prac- 
tical workings thereof are revolutionary 
and subversive of the rights of labor and 
of the employers of labor and of the-laws 
of the land; above all, they are destructive 
of the rights and liberties of the great body 
of the people, irrespective of their affilia- 
tion with un‘cnism or with employers of 
labor, 

“The present condition of Anarchy and 
contempt for law and the constituted au- 
thorities brought about by lawless leaders 
ani members of labor unions has forced on 
peace-loving citizens: of the United States 
the necessity demanding that the names 
and whereabouts of these lawbreakers who 
practice intimidation, boycotting, picketing, 
destruction of property, and whp commit 
assaults upon their fellow-laborers or com-~ 
mit other crimes in the name of labor be 
made known for the protection of all law- 
abiding people, and for the best interest of 
labor itseit anc to the end that justice may 
be meted out.” 

The Executive Committee was directed 
to ascertain the identity of offensive per- 
sons indicated in the resolution and to re- 
port them to each member of the associa- 
tion. A résolution condemning the use of 
the union label was also adopted, 

Frederick E. Matson of Indianapolis, 
speaking against the anti-injunction bill 


now before Congress, said: ‘* The bill simply” 
provides that conduct which from time im- 
memorial the law has made a crime shall 
be a crime no longer. A band of labor agi- 
tators may conspire to destroy your build- 
ings by fire,.or to demolish them with rocks 
or battering rams, and though you know 
this in advance you are absolutely help- 
less. You may stand by and watch your 
savings for fifty years or.mgre go up in 
smoke or dust, but under this law you could 
not restrain or prevent.”’ 


GARVIN’S PLE. FOR HARMONY. 


Rhode Island’s. Governor Talks on a 


United Democracy. 


‘PROVIDENCE, R. I., Feb. 22.—At the 
meeting of the Young Men’s Democratic 
Clubs to-night Gov. Garvin spoke for a 
united Democracy, as follows: 

“The majority of the people have had 
more than enough of foreign complications 
and exploitations to the neglect of domestic 
concerns. Regular Democrats, balting Dem- 
ocras, and a multitude of Republicans are 
demanding the restoration of a government 
by and for the people. They are tired of 
the despotism of unscrupulous trusts and 
corporations, and regard the means made 
use of by the dominant party to restrain 
them as trivial and futile. 

“‘For my part, I can see no reason why 
the great body of the Democrats who sup- 
ported Palmer and Buckner in 1896 should 


not now be welcomed back into the ranks 
of the regular Democratic organization.”’ 
Gov. Garvin contended that the. money 
question formed the only bone of conten- 
tion among the Democrats, but he held 
that this-was not for the present pressing 
or vital.

THE COMANCHE LOSES RUDDER. 


Clyde Liner Is Towed Into Charieston— 
Not Otherwise Damaged. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Feb. 22.—The Clyde 
Line steamship Comanche, Capt. Platt, 
bound from: New York to Charleston and 
Jacksonville, lost her rudder about 1 
o'clock yesterday.-afternoon,-three miles off 
Charleston Bar, and the fog being heayy, 
dropped anchor and remained there all 
night. To-day the Arapahoe of the same 
line, bound for Jacksonville, spoke the 
Comanche, and on arriving here sent tugs 
to her relief. 

The Comanche was towed into the harbor 
and docked without trouble. Capt. Platt 
is unable to account for the loss of -the 
rudder, and does not know whether or not 
it was defective. Saye the loss of the 


rudder, the ship is unhurt. Some of the 
175 passengers went to Jacksonville this 
afternoon by rail, others will go to-morruw 
by the Seminole. 


When Marshall Clyde of the Clyde Line 
was asked yesterday concerning the report 
of the Comanche being disabled he said: 
“T have received only one dispatch con- 
cerning her, and that states that she is 
being towed into Charleston with her rud- 
der disabled. There is no other damage, 
and all on board are well,”

‘PRINTED IN BALTIMORE AGAIN, 


The News Gets Out an issue at Home 
Two Weeks After the. Fira. 


Special ta. The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb, 22.—Just two 
weeks ago to-day, the newspapers of Bal- 
timore with a_ single. exception, were 
burned out. in the great fire. With com- 
mendable enterprise the publishers got out 
their issues by going outside the gjty and 
utilizing plants in Washington and Phila- 
delphia. This afternoon the Baltimore 
News printed its first issue on its own 
presses thus being the first paper to rise 
superior to all obstacles and resume bust- 
ness as before the disaster, In the past 
two weeks, the News has purchased the’ 
plant of the Philadelphia Times, removed 
the same to Baltimore, set it up in what 
had been a brass foundry and issued a 
newspaper to-day, covering all the news 
both foreign and local up to the time of 
going to press. : 

Carpenters were putting the finishing 
touches on the editorial} room while report- 
ers and cOpy redders worked. Masons and 
mechanics wielded their tool where the 
linotype machines clicked and the Hoe 
presses whirred. The edors of sawdust, 
mortar, and printers’ ink were interfused, 
but the presses, machines, and engines did 
the work demanded effectively. The print- 
ing,of papers to-day began only 4 few min- 
utes before the regular scheduled time, and 
the various news sources in the city were 
covered up to a late hour this afternoon, 

Editorially the News says to-day in part: 
“The News is orinted in Baltimore teday 
for the first time since the great fire. To 
get its new plant into running order: in 
quarters which though offering every ad- 
vantage of space, were almost literally 
without form and votd, and in the brief 
space of a fortnight, was a task of enor- 
mous difficulty. 

“It has been accomplished, and to-day 
we once more present to our readers a home 
made newspaper after an interruption of 
exactly two weeks. As is not surprising, 
however, some last touches prove to be 
necessary before we shall be able to turn 
out with the customary -faciility of. our 
presses on time and in good shape, a large 
newspaper, such as we had designed to 
issue on the first day of resumption at 
Baltimore. But we expect to have no diffi- 


culty in doing this twenty-four hours 
hence.”’ .

St. Louis’s 140th Anniversary. 
One hundred and forty years ago to-day 
[Sunday, Feb. 14] Auguste Chouteau, then 
thirteen years old, arrived at what is now 
the site of St. Louis and began the found- 
ing of the city. With him were thirty men, 
Who were of the Pierre Laclede Liguest 
expedition, which set out~from New Or- 
leans, Aug. 3, 1763, seeking.a site for a fur 
trading post. . Liguest, (who is familiarly: 
known as Laclede.) had obtained from Gov- 
ernor General Kerlerec of Louisiana ex- 
clusive right to the fur trade with the Mis- 
souri and other tribes of Indians. He had 
organized the firm of Maxent, Laclede & 
Co. for the purpose of operating under this 
valuable charter. 
Maxent was his senior partner. On Aug. 3, 
1763, with his sturdy band, he embarked 
from New Orleans. The expedition stopped 
at Fort de Chartres, near Kaskaskia, Il., 
where the party spent the Winter. But 
Laclede, with a few followers, pushed -up 
the river, selected the site for his trading 
post, marked it bv blazing the trees, and 
then returned to the fort. The first of the 
following February he directed young 
Chouteau to proceed up the river without 
him, find the site selected, and there set 
the mien to work building huts for the es< 
tablishment of the post. On Feb. 14, 1764, 
the expedition came ashore at St, Louis.

A stipulation accompanies the judg- 
ment that the United States is requested 
to watch over its due execution. 

At the close of the proceedings the 
President of the tribunal, M. Muravieff, 
the Russian Minister of Justice, declared 
that the court had arived at its decision 
after a minute examination, conducted in 
a spirit of strict impartiality. 
~ M. Muravieff deplored the fact that the 
proceedings of.the court, which began in 
an atmosphere of peace, closed amid the 
first echoes of a terrible eonflict. This 
“Onflict, he said, was a serious setback to 
the cause of progress. In spite of the 
highest aspirations no nation was free 
from the danger of attack from an unex- 

* pected quarter. 


h War, said M. Muravieff, was justifiable 


only as an act of sélf-defense where it 
Was necessary to uphold honor or liberty, 
But a just Providence would decide be- 
tween righteous claims and mere frivo- 
Jous pretensions. 

The Hague court, said M. Muravieff in 
Conclusion, held to the principles of truth 
and justice, and had reason to hope that 
it had a sublime mission in the future.

THE HAGUE, Feb. 22.—The’ Arbitration 
Tribunal, which has been considering the 
demand of the blockading powers for pref- 
erential treatment of their claims against 
Venezuela, has decided unanimously that 
the three blockading powers—Great Britain, 
Germany, and Italy—have the right to a 
preference of 30 per cent. of the customs 
duties at La Guayra and Puerto Cabélio; 
the litigants to pay their own costs in the 
Frocedure and divide equally the costs of 
the tribunal. 

In giving judgment the tribunal points out 
that it has been guided by international 
law and the equity of the case; that the 
protocols signed at Washingten ‘since Feb. 
13; 1903, aid particularly the protocol of 
May 7, whereot the obligatory nature can- 
not be doubtful, form the legal basis of its 
sentence; that the tribunal is not competent 
to question the jurisdiction of the mixed 
commissions at Caracas, or to judge their 
action or the character of the warlike oper- 
ations of the blockading powers, or to de- 
eide whether the three blockading powers 
exhausted all pacific means to prevent the 
mecessity for employing force. 

The tribunal decides that it is only in a 
position to certify that since 1901 Venezuela 
refused arbitration proposed on several oc- 

s by Germany and Great Britain; 
that after the hostilities no formal treaty 
Of peace was concluded; that the operations 
of the blockaders were stopped before they 
had received satisfaction for all their 
claims, and, further, that the question of 
\preférentia: treatment was submitted to 
arbitration. 

The tribunal declares that it found and 
recognized in these facts precious evidence 
im favor of the great principle of arbitration 
In 
adhering to the protocols the blockaders 
eould not have intended to renounge their 
aequired rights, or their privileged, de 
facto position. The Government of Vene- 
zuela itself had recognized in principle the 
well-founded nature of their claims,. while 
it had not recognized those of the non- 
bleckading powers, and until the end of 
January, 1903, made not the slightest pro- 
test against the claims for preferential 
treatment. 

Throughout the diplomatic negotiations, 
it is stated, Venezuela constantly distin- 
guished between the allied powers and the 
neutrals. These latter, not haying protest- 
ed against the claims for preference of the 
blockading powers, either at the time the 
war stopped or immediately after the sig- 
nature of the protocol of Feb. 18, the Gov- 
ernment of Venezuela only agreed in re- 
spect to the allied powers to offer special 
guarantees for the fulfillment of its en- 
gagements. 

It is stated that the good faith which 
should direct international relations im- 
poses the duty on the tribunal of declaring 
that the words “all claims’' employed by 
the Venezuelan representative in the nego- 
tiations with the representatives of the al- 
lied powers could relate only to those pow- 
ers. Neutrals could in some respect profit 
by the circumstances created by the opera- 
tions of the war without acquiring new 
rights, the rights already acquired remain- 
ing absolutely intact.

Sir Leslie, then Mr. Stephen, resigtred the 
editorship of The Cornhil) Magazine in 1882 
in order to devote himself exclusively to the 
late George Smith’s enterprise. ‘'Twenty- 
One volumes were published under his sole 
editorship. His assistant, Sidney Lee, be- 
;came joint editor with him in 18090,-and in 
the Spring of 1891, owing to continued ill- 
health, Mr. Stephen was compelled to re- 
Sign his part in the editorship. He con- 
tinued to be a contributor to the Dic- 
tionary, and almost every volume of it 
contains memoirs from his pen. 

Sir Leslie Stephen was born in 1832. His 
father was the Right Hon. Sir James 
Stephen, the author of ‘‘ Essays on Eccle- 
siastical Biography.” After a distinguished 
career at Cambridge, where he was for 
several years Fellow and Tutor of Trinity 
Hall, Leslie Stephen went to London and 
engaged in literary pursuits. .He° was edi- 
tor of The Cornhill Magazine for eleven 
years, from 1871 till the Dictionary of Na- 
tional Biography was begun. In 1883 he 
was elected to the lectureship of English 
Literature at Cambridge,. but his ill-heg]th 
compelled him to give this post up after a 
year. / 

In 1902 Mr. Stephen was made a Knight 
Commander of the Bath in recognition of 
his services to literature. He was mar- 
ried twice, first to the youngest daughter 
of the novelist Thackeray, and three years 
after her death, which was in 187, to Miss 
Julia Prinsep Duckworth. 

Among Sir Leslie’s best-known separate 
works are “‘ Hours in a Library,” the first 
series of which appeared in 1874, and had 
an immediate success; ‘‘ History of Eng- 
lish Thought in the Eighteenth Century,” 
‘The Science of Ethics,’”’ **‘ Essays on Free 
Thinking and Plain Speaking,”’ “‘An Ag- 
nostic’s Apology,” and “Studies of a 
Biographer.”’ 

At the time of his death Sir Leslie was 
President of the Ethical Society and an 
Honorary Fellow ot Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge. 


LOVED TO COAST AT NINETY. 


Abijah F. Tillou, Farmer, Shoemaker, 

and Capitalist, Is Dead.

SOUTH ORANGE, N. J., Feb. 22.—Abijah 
F. Tillou, South Orange’s famous nonogena- 
rian, who at the age of four score and ten 
years used to delight to coast down hill, 
*“belly-whoppers,”’ on a sled of his own 
construction, died last night at his home 
on Ridgewood Road, aged ninety-three 
years. Mr. Tillou was probably one éf the 
best-known men in Essex County, and was 
personally known to every man, woman, 
and child in South Orange, many of whom 


called him “‘ Uncle ’Bige.”” He was edu- 
cated in district and private schools, and 

rew up as a farmer, but early started a 
cider mill of his own and later became a 
shoemaker. 

During the latter part of his life he de- 
voted his entire time to looking after his 
property and real estate. -He is known to 
have been one of the most wealthy men 
in the county, and held mortgages on a 
large number of homes, In January of 
last year he retired from the Directorate 
of the Orange National Bank, after having 
been on the board for twenty years. 

Mr. Tillou was of prepoe Huguenot de- 
scent: and his family as noted for its 
longevity, He was married sixty-four years 
ago. He was a life-long Presbyterian and 
was a Trustee of the Presbyterian Church 
in Sout: Orange for many years. He was 
once a Village Trustee. Politically he was 
a Republican.

IN HOT DEBATE 


Hoar and Foraker Called to Order 
for Violating Rules> 


STATEMENT IS CONTRADICTED 


Trouble Originates Over Massachusetts 
Senator’s Explanation of His Speech 
on the Isthmian Question. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Mr. Hoar and 
Mr. Foraker had a personal debate in the 
Senate to-day that for a time was most 
animated over Mr. Hoar'’s explanation of 
his former speech on the Isthmian Canal 
situation. 

The two Senators stood within two or 
three feet of each other and talked back 
and forth directly. They gesticulated ear- 
nestly, and spoke with great emphasis, fre- 
quently punctuating their remarks wth 
expressions of mutual regard. 

Each asserted more than once that the 
other was mistaken, and as frequently the 
Statement was made that each had been 
misunderstood. The situation was quite 
tense, and endured for several minutes un- 
til the presiding officer called attention to 
violation of the rules of debate. 

The immediate point of dispute was the 
question whether at the time of Mr. Hoar’s 
former speech denial had been mage of the 
President's complicity in the Panama af- 
fair, Mr. Hoar contending that no such de- 
nial had been made. 

When Mr. Foraker said it had been the 
Massachusetts Senator replied in so many 
words “ that I deny.” 

Mr. Hoar charged that Mr. Foraker had 
done him an injustice, but the latter re- 
plied that such was not the case’ On the 
contrary, the injustice had been done to 
him (Foraker.) 

Every Senator knew that the President 
had denied the complicity charge through 
the press, said Mr. Foraker, and, in view 
of that deniAl, he had absolute faith in the 
President and his Administration. His 
complaint was that Mr. Hoar had put the 
President in a false light. 

Mr. Hoar replied that the President 
should make his’ communications to the 
Congress and not to the press, and Mr. 
Foraker. replied that that, too, had been 
done. 

Mr. Hoar began his speech early in the 
session by announcing his intention of 
voting for the canal treaty, and then hegan 
his explanation of his former speech on the 
subject. He complained of the criticisms 
of his utterances at that time, saying thai 
they had been misunderstood and mis- 
represented, and contended-that his in- 
tention on that occasion had been to se- 
cure full information concerning the Pana- 
ma.revolt and not to cast reflection on the 
President, as, on the contrary, he had the 
highest regard for that official. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Hoar 
made complaint of the speech made by Mr. 
Foraker in criticism of his previous ad- 
dress, and when Mr. Hoar concluded Mr. 
Foraker, in reply, said that if he had on 
the former occasion misunderstood Mr. 
Hoar, he was not the only Senator who 
had done so. Mr. Foraker referred to the 
fact that Mr. Hoar, in his first speech, had 
quoted a number of official telegrams bear- 
ing on the situation in Panama, drawing 
the conclusion that the United States had 
encouraged the Panama revolution and 
then had taken the spoils. 

Mr. Hoar interrupte@ Mr. Foraker to say 
that this was not his conclusion, but the 
conclusion of others, and that he had men- 


tioned the fact. On the contrary, he had 
spoken in praise of the President. 

Mr. Foraker said the Massachusetts Sen- 
ator had spoken in terms of praise- of the 
President, ‘*‘ but of what aval is all that 
when coupled with the Senator's interpreta- 
tion of the telegrams, and that in the face 
ot what the President had said about hav- 
~ Ay complicity in the- Panama upris- 
ng?’ 

Mr. Hoar saia he had no doubt of Mr. 
Foraker’s sit.cerity, ‘ but,”’ he said, “I 
cannot reconcile his expression of respect 
for me with his expression of disbelief of 
what Il say is my position.” 

Mr, Foraker said he was merely follow- 
ing Mr. Hoar’s example, who had both 
praised and criticised the President in his 
former speech. ; 

“The Senator totally perverts what I 
said,”’ replied Mr. oar. ‘He did so on 
the previovs occasion, and he does so now, 
and he does that, not from any desire to 
do so, bui solely because of his being in a 
very zealous and heated frame of mind.’”’ 

‘To whom,” asked Mr. Foraker, * did the 
Senator refer as a policeman?” alluding to 
a former speech made by Mr. Hoar in 
which he compared the United States in 
the Panama affair to a big policeman whv 
manacled a small man and then seized the 
spoils. 

Mr. Hoar replied that he did not mean 
the President,’ and he insisted Le Mr. 
Foraker had undertaken “to interpret his 
meaning by separating a statement of his 
speech from the context. 

When the controversy between Messrs. 
Hoar and Foraker had been concluded 
Mr. Carmack took the floor. .He said he 
had no desire to participate in ‘‘ the laundry 
work going on on the other side,’’ but that 
he wanted to speak to another branch of 
the canal question. His remarks c@nsti- 
tituted -a severe arraignment of Minister 
Bunau-Varilla, and included a review of 
his connection with the Panama Canal. 
based on official French documents which 
were quoted.

Burton of Ohio Would Return to 
the Ways of Peace. 


OPPOSES NAVAL ALLOWANCE 


Minority Leader Williams Explains Po- 
sition of Democrats on Pending Meas- 
ure and Its Appropriations. 


Special to The New York .Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—A ‘sensation 
was created in the House to-day when 
Representative Theodore E. Burton, Re- 
publican, Chairman of the Rivers and Har- 
bors Committee, who has just returned 
from Ohio after an unsuccessful fight for 
Mr. Hanna’s seat in the Senate, made an 
impassioned attack on the naval pro- 
gramme. 

Opposing the Naval Appropriation bill, 
Mr. Burton appealed for an abandonment 
of the military tendencies of modern days 
and a return to the old times when, as he 
said, America stood for peace imstead of 
war. 

He hes always been a loyal Republican, 
yet his speech ‘to-day was generally ac- 
cepted as a veiled attack upon President 
Roosevelt. Though Mr. Burton mentioned 
no names, every word of his speech was 
leveled at the policy of the President. 

“Our true glory,” he said, “‘ rests in the 
victories of peace, not those of war. Oh, 
but you-say, this is merely a defensive 
measure; we will attack nobody, but some- 
body may attack us.’ How similar that is to 
the words of Uriah Heep when he said: 
‘We know we are very ‘umble, but we are 
afraid that other people who are not ’um- 
ble will get the start of us.’ 

- “Is there no voice to be raised among us 
in favor of making advancement in the 
line of settling the world’s controversies in 
an amicable manner? Are we to go ahead 
of other nations in our naval programme? 
In comparison to us France and Germany 
are abating in their efforts for a greater 
navy. It is the United States that is go- 
ing ahead with the greatest rapidity in 
preparing for war.” 

He quoted from the Democratic platform 
of 1900 declaring against militarism, and 
appealed to the Democrats to vote against 
the bill. 

“Is that idea outlawed since 1909?” he 
demanded, turning so as to face the Dem- 
ocrats. ‘If so, how long does it take for a 
declaration in a party platform to be out- 
lawed? Are you going to vote for a hun- 
dred-million-dollar Naval bill here to-day? 
*““We should cry halt,” he said, again 
addressing his Republican associates, “‘ on 
every measure that looks toward war. It 
should not be a party question. One gentle- 
man opposed this bill because the material 
is made by a trust. You will never defeat 
this naval programme by any popgun like 
that. 

“There is a broader ground—its effect 
upon the future of this great Nation, upon 
citizensHip here and everywhere. Shall that 
citizenship, with its aspirations for the 
future, look toward amity and good-will or 


shall it look toward the bloody days of 
wars? 
“‘I am unable to vote for a bill that car- 
ries so large an amount as this. I am una- 
ble to stand for a bill that declares that 
the United ‘States which ought to be the 
herald of peace and the leader in all great 
movements of civilization, shall double and 
treble and quadruple its navy, all under 
the pretense that it is in the interests of 
eace. 
** You. will not make the world think it is 
in the interests of peace. I doubt if you 
believe yourse}ves in your inner conscious- 
ness that the battleships and cruisers and 
torpedo boats- mean peace. They mean 
rather gratification of the desire that we 
should soon enjoy the triumphs of the sea 
again. 
**I belfeve in an efficient naval force, one 
which, as President Harrison said, ‘Man 
for man and gun for gun,’ should be th 
best in the world. But this programme i 
something widely different from that. This 
is a programme far more ambitious, em- 
phatically showing what the future policy 
of this country will be.’’ 
Mr. Burton denounced the programme as 
one of the modern spirit of jingoism and 
thirst for the excitement of war and as 
aiming to make of the United States an in- 
ternational swashbuckler. ‘* What is the 
reason for the great expenditure of $96,- 
000,000? "asked Mr. Burton, and answered 
by declaring that it means that this coun- 
try is but inviting the nations of the earth 
to attack us, and that this counry is going 
to enter a.field opposite to that occupied in 
the past, and seek to control the politics of 
the world. 
Mr. Williams said Mr. Burton had placed 
the minority in an unfair attitude by ask- 
ing them why, in view of their declaration 
for peace in the Kansas City platform, they 
did not oppose these expenditures. He said 
to do this would mean that vessels now 
er would rust at their docks and that 
the sailors would go unfed. 
Reviewing the~ appropriations for the 
army and navy and fortifications, Mr. 
Williams said that such, large sums were 
being expended for war purposes that the 
River and Harbor Committee, of which 
Mr. Burton is Chairman, could not bring in 
a bill, and that Government buildings could 
not be constructed. He said when a coun- 
try goes ‘“‘ world powering,’ it must go 
about with a chip on its shoulder and be

r.. Burton said his remarks 

be construed to mean that work should be 
brought to a standstill on ships under con- 
struction or that the navy should not be 
maintained, but what he did mean was that 
there should be a great modification of the 
bill. No River and Harbor bill was being 
reported, he said, because there was now 
$38,000,000 lying in the Treasury to be ex- 
pended on river and harbor work, to which 
000,000 was to be added by the Sundry 
Civil bill, twice as much as had ever been 
expended in any one year. In view of this 
he said it would be:futile to bring in a 
River and Harbor bill. / 

The first incident of the day was an un- 
successful effort by the minority to secure 
an adjournment on account of the anni- 
versary of Washington’s Birthday. The 
motion was lost by 98 to 105, and the 
House went into committee of the whole 
and resumed consideration of the Naval 
Appropriation bill. With the bill still pend- 
ing the House adjourned. 


JEWS AS AMERICAN PATRIOTS. 


Dr. Silverman’s Plea—Fillingham Calls 
Bishop Potter Our First Citizen. 


At the one hundred and forty-seventh 
meeting and banquet of the New York Uni- 
versalist Club at the St. Denis Hotel last 
night the Rev. Dr: Joseph Silverman spoke 
on ** The Jew as a Patriot,’ in the course 
of which he said: 

“There is no Jewish nation, and there 
never will be a Jewish nation. The few 
Zionists whe make so much noise in the 
world do not’ represent Jewish sentiment. 
There is no general movement for the resto- 
ration, of Palestine or any of the places 
mentioned in ancient history. The Jewish 
national history was Glosed by the down- 
fall of Jerusalem and the burning of the 
Temple. We believe in the Millenium, 
when all the world will worship the same 
God and regard all men as brethren. 

** George #WVashington is to us a second 
Moses. Moses came to redeem Israel from 
bondage, and George Washington came to 
redeem mankind from tyranny and mon- 
archy, and when the Union was effected 
a gate was opened through which the perse- 
cuted Jews of murage could come. here ‘to 
enjoy freedom and liberty. 

“It has been said within the last few 
days that some Jews here are attempting 
to collect money for a battleship for Japan 
to aid her in her war against Russia. I 
want to declare that there is no truth in 
that statement. Some fanatic or perse- 
cuted Jew may have made it. The Jews of 
America are not living in this country in 
any litical sense. In politics we are 
American and our religion is Jewish. That 
flag is my flag and the Constitution it rep- 
resents is my Constitution. We are Jews 
cnly in our form of worship. We are 
Americans in thought and feeling.”’ 

The Rev. R. C. Fillingham, Vicar of Hex- 
ton, England, who followed, said: ‘‘ Before 
I left home I had an engagement to preach 
in a large church in New York, but the of- 
fer has been canceled because of my. con- 
troversy with Bishop Potter, who {8 re- 
garded as the first citizen of America and 
second ons" * George Washington.”

GEORGE A. HALL. 


He Was New York State Y. M. C. A. 
Secretary Twenty-eight Years. 


The Rev. George A. Hall, for twenty-eight 
years State Secretary of the New York 
Young Men’s Christian Association, died 
yesterday at the age of sixty-six years, at 
his home in Montclair, N. J. Mr. Hall was 
born in Mount Kisco, N. Y., in 1837, and re- 
ceived his early education in that place. 

After engaging in business for a few 
years, he decided to enter the Methodist 


ministry, and took his preparation first at 


Charlottesville (N. Y.) Boarding School, 
and later at Troy University, being gradu- 
ated as a member of the class of ’63. His 
first charges were of an itinerant tharacter 
in the neighborhood of Troy and at Good 
Ground, L. I. Leaving this work about 
1864. he entered the Christian Commission 
which was then conducting religious serv- 
ices at front for the soldiers. In this work 
he made the acquaintance of D. L. Moody, 
and subsequently traveled with that evan- 
gelist, holding overflow meetings and lead- 
ing the singing. At Mr. Moody’s sugges- 
tion-he became Secretary of the Washing- 
ton (D. C.) Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation in 1868. His success there led to his 
appointment as Secretary of the New York 
State Association in 1876. At that time 
there were very few associations in the 
State, with a small membership. To-day 
there are some 200 associations and the 
membership amounts to 50,000. 

The severity of a life spent, much of it on 
the railroad, with conferences and ad- 


dresses following rapidly after. each other, 
caused his partial breakdown some two or 
three years ago. The funeral will be held

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Representative 
Goulden of New York introduced a bill to- 
day amending the naturalization laws by 
requiring court records to be produced and 
identification made absolute before the 


issuance of final papers to an alien. A 
penalty of $500 fine or not less than six 
months’ imprisonment, or both, is provided 
for persons selling. naturalization papers.

The trouble is 
expected to come to a head over the selec- 
tion of the date for the early Republican 
State Convention, and there is more than 
a Suggestion that if a break occurs on that 
proposition it may extend so far that Gov.

than after the session had adjourned. 

It is in order to keep the Governor from 
heving this power that Senator Platt wants 
the State Convention held as late as pos- 
sible in April, and on this point the break 
is expected unless some sort of a further 
truce can be patched up in the meantime.

McClellan Prods Republicans with 
His Police Measure. 


AIMS AT THREE PLATOONS 


Odell’s Home Rule Committee Will Or- 
ganize This Week —Its Probable 
Recommendations on the Ex- » 
cise Question. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 22.—Mayor McClellan 
evidently does not intend to allow the Re- 
publicans in the Legislature to avoid the 
home rule issue. At the Mayor’s instiga- 
tion Senator Dowling to-night introduced in 
the Senate a bill which removes the char- 
ter limitation as to the number of men 
which may be added to the police force in 
any one year. 

The present limitation is 150 men a year. 
If the Dowling bill passes, the city au- 
thorities can increase the force to any num- 
ber they see fit. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Guy, who gave the bill to Senator 
Dowling, said with regard to it: 

“TIT am authorized by the Mayor to an- 
nounce that the object for which this legis- 
lation is desired is to carry out the pledge 
made by the Demvucatic Party to put the 
three-platoon system into operation in the 
Police Department. We are prevented from 
carrying out that pledge now by the char- 
ter limitation as to the number of men 
which can be added to the force in any one 
year. If the Legislature removes that lim- 
itation the three-platoon system will be 
put into effect without delay.”’ 

Senator Elsberg is also said to have 
drafted a bill similar to Mayor McClellan's, 
but the Mayor has stolen a march on him in 
getting his measure introduced first. 

The Home Rule Committee will meet some 
day this week for organization. LEither 
Senator Malby or Senator Elsberg will be 
named as Chairman. The sessions of the 
committee will be heid in Albany, and it 
may be several weeks before the committee 
and a report is submitted to the Repub- 
lican conference. 

Senator Malby spent Saturday and Sun- 
day in New York conferring with the Gov- 
ernor and the leaders of the New York 
County Republican organization as to what 
was best to be done. 

Senator Elsberg ts confident that the de- 
liberations of the committee will bear fruit. 
The Mnator has already ‘prepared bills 
which confer upon the 10cal authorities of 
New York full power over reinstatement 
cases in all of the municipal departments. 
He is also at work on bills which will in- 
crease the power of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment so as to make it un-

DEFINE PARKER’S POSITION. 


New York Jurist’s Attitude on Presiden- 
tial Nomination Explained by Friends. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Friends of 
Judge Parker of New York kre manifesting 
interest in his candidacy, and some of 
them have evidently undertaken to ex- 
plain the apparent indifference exhibited 
by the Judge toward the nomination. 

The afternoon newspapers contain ex- 
planations purporting to come from friends 
of Judge Parker, which make it very clear 
that the Judge is not entirely indifferent 
to the discussion of his name in connec- 
tion with the Democratic nomination at 
St. Louis next Summer. 

*“‘Judge Parker’s friends,” said one of 
these gentlemen, ‘‘appreciate fully the 
seriousness of the complaint which is con- 
stantly being made by Democrats of the 
South and West that he is not sufficiently 
aggressive in his own behalf, and that he 
will not encourage others to be aggres- 
sive for him. To a certain extent there is 
justification for that criticism. 

. ‘The friends of Judge Parker will agree 
that if the Democratic Convention nomi- 
nates him he will accept the nomination 


with sincere gratitude, and will go into 
the campaign with vigor and with a de- 
termination to carry the election. 

“‘It must be remembered that he is oc- 
cupying a judicial position second in im-

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ODELL EMPHASIZES 
CHILD LABOR LAWS 


Governor Pledges Himself to Cap- 
ital and Labor Alike. 


EQUAL RIGHTS FOR EMPLOYER 


Assemblyman Finch at Labor Depart- 
ment Dinner Declares the Home 
Rule Cry Is Growing. 


cee ee 


Gov. Odell, responding to a toast before 
about two hundred of the attachés of the 
Department of Labor at the Circle Hotel, 
Eighth Avenue and Fifty-eighth Street, 
last night, emphasized the importance of 
enforcing the laws concefning child labor 
among. other things, and talked generally 
on labor. Commissioner: John McMackin 
acted as toastmaster, and in his introduc- 
tion spoke of the benefit that Gov, Odell 
had been to labor by securing the passage 
of the employers’ liability law. 

“ The incident to which the Commission- 
er referred,’' the Governor began, “ had 
passed out of my recollection, but it was 
true concerning this law, as about many 
other things in life that ‘ you can fool some 
of the people some of the time, but not call 
of the people all of the time.’ It occurred 
to me soon after I came into office that if 
all of the decisions concerning the question 
of the employer's liability to the employe 
could be framed into one bill, it would come 
pretty near being a fair bill, and that was 


cone. 
“I have no sympathy with the sentiment 


which desires to bring about only hardships 
to the employer. My idea has always been 
that the rights which the laboring man de- 
mands the employer should be accorded. 

*“‘I am glad to meet here the representa- 
tives of one of our most important depart- 
ments of the State,. I have always thought 
that if they could be brought closer to- 
gether, it would result in great benefit, 
for the State is like a great corporation, 
and should be managed with great atten- 
tion to detail. In this department it is our 
qduty to safeguard as much as possible 
the lives of the workingmen, try to bring 
about ‘protection to life, and to conserve 
also the interest of the employer. We have 
endeavored to make-as infrequent as possi- 
bie labor disputes, and although we have 
not succeeded entirely to abolish them we 
have labored as vigilantly as we could 
toward that end. 

“I have taken the trouble to get the 
Statistics upon the subject, and I find that 
since I came into cffice there have been 
eighty strikes, some of them, I am sorry 
to say, with disastrous resu!ts. 

“There are some laws in which I take 
a deep pride. I wish to refer particularly 
both to the laws and that which we are 
dcing to enforce the law concerning child 
Jabor. It is certainly important that we 
srould do all that we can to conserve the 
strength and vitality of our children who 
are to be the future men and women of the 
mace. 

“Arbitration and conciliation would 
amount to but little, if our Department of 
Jabor were lax. It must work for the 
unity of capital and labor not only in New 


York, but in the whole country. Thereby 
credit will redound not only to the State, 
but to the Commissioner and every man 
under him as well. As long as I have the 
honor to hold the office of Governor I 
pledge myself to cherish the interest not 
only of labor, but of capital as well.” 
__“*Our Children ’’ was the toast to which 
Assemblyman E. R. Finch of New York 
responded. Selfishness, said Mr. Finch, the 
most difficult of evils to overcome in per 
spnal character, is one of the most severe 
handicaps that the department has in its 
protection to child labor. The department's 
record promoting child labor legisia- 
tion was a sufficient record if it never did 
anything else. 

e said that the cry of municipalities for 
more home rule was reasonable and grow- 
ing. This meant, he said, the need of 
trained men for the administration of city 
details. No department and no body of 
men, he said, has greater opportunity to 
help in this come than have the men of 
the Department of Labor, and their impor- 
tant field is in everything that pertains to 
ehild labor. 


BURN MORTGAGE AT BANQUET. 


Sons of the Revolution Soon to Have a 
Permanent Home. 


At the annual banquet of the Sons of the 
Revolution, held at Delmonico’s last night, 
announcement was made of a decisive step 
in their project to build for themselves a 
permanent home—indirectly a monument to 
Washington, whose birthday they were cel- 
ebrating.

70,000 men at sea. Massachusetts alone 
sent out 600 privateers.”

WHITE HOUSE TREE PLANTING. 


President and Mrs. Roosevelt Start Two 
Fern Leaf Beeches. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt celebrated Washington's 
Birthday by planting each a tree in the 
White House grounds. The trees are fern- 
leaf beeches and were placed in position 
in excavations prepared for them. 

The ceremony of planting was very sim- 
ple. At 2:30 P. M. the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, accompanied by their children, 
Ethel, Archie, and Quentin, appeared with 
Col, Symons on the portico of the east ter- 
race. The Colonel handed to the President 
a specially made spade, the handle of 
which was adorned with red, white, and 
blue ribbons. President Roosevelt, raising 
his hat to a crowd whitch had assembled 
on Executive Avenue, stepped briskly to 
the tree on the north side of the walk and 
threw a few spadefuls of dirt into the 
excavation around the tree. 

Mrs. Roosevelt then took a_e small 
garden spade, similarly adorned, and with 
it she threw earth into the excavation 
around the other tree. The assembled 
people applauded her cordially as she com- 
pleted the task. 

In a big earthen pot the President, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, and the children then planted 
seeds of the Xanthocerus sobifolia, a 
Chinese flowering shrub, the oniy specimen 
of which in this country is in the propa- 
gating gardens in this ey. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony Col. 
Symons briefly addressed the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, 

The spades used in to-day’s ceremony 
will be preserved in the White House. On 
the blades of each will be painted a scene 
of the tree planting and a legend indicat- 
ing the location and time of the setting 
out of the trees. They thus will form a 
permanent record of the ceremony. 


PEACE FLAGS AT CELEBRATION. 


Mr. Straus Says the President Favored 
Mediation for Russia and Japan. 


Washington's Birthday was celebrated 
yesterday afternoon for the first time by 
the New York City Chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution as a body. 
Heretofore the National organization has 
celebrated in Washington, which has pre- 
vented special observances by the branches, 
But the National Daughters have been side- 
tracked, lost in snow storms, and had vari- 
ous unpleasant happenings on their way to 
the Capital from different parts of the 
country in mid-Winter and the date of their 
meeting has been changed to the anniver- 
sary of the Battle of Lexington. The local 
Daughters will now celebrate the more 


peaceful event. 

Mrs, Donald McLean, the Regent of the 
City Chapter, made that statement with a 
meaning smile which found answering rip- 
ples of laughter, for, as a rule, all is not 
harmony at these National meetings. But 
there was a distinctive atmosphere of 
peace at the meeting at Sherry’s yesterday, 
with the peace banners which are to deco- 
rate the Peace Temple at The Hague deco- 
rating the walls back of the stage and two 
others enveloped in muslin forming senti- 
nels at either side of the front of the stage. 
These two rolled flags were presented 
through Mrs. McLean by Dr. Robert 8. 
Freedman to the Board of Education. 

Oscar S. Straus, ex-Minister to Turkey 
and present representative of this country 
to The Hague Court of International Arbi- 
tration, was the principal orator, speaking 
upon the subject of the court and interna- 
tional arbitration. 

‘Before this present war between Russia 
and Japan broke out,’”’ said Mr. Straus, 
*‘ offers of mediation were made or an ef- 
fort was made to see if it would be apepe- 
able. And I think I am not going too far 
in saying that no one was more in favor of 
mediation than President Roosevelt. If 
The Hague Tribunal was primarily due to 
the Czar of Russia, the credit for its life 
and vitality belongs to this country, The 
only two cases the court has had to decide 
were given it because of the declination of 
President Roosevelt to act as arbitrator. 
His heart is in the work of the tribunal, 
We must not be discouraged now because 
war shows its black face. In this affair 
neither party has sufficiently clean hands 
to be willing to leave the matter to any one 
else to settle. The advance step made by 
the création Of the tribunal will not be in- 
jured by such a war.” ‘ 

Speeches were also made by Dr. W illiam 
O. McDowell, and by Mr. Loomis of the 
Board of Education, who accepted the two 
peace flags presented by Dr. Freedman. 
These were silk, With borders of white 
around each, and a band of satin ribbon 
upon which were the words, ‘‘ Peace for 
All’ Nations.” There were several other 
United States peace flags, which are to go 
to the Peace Temple; one union jack with 
the peace decorations, and it was an- 
nounced that China also was to send a 
peace flag. 


FETE AT F.:AUNCES’S TAVERN. 


Stories of 6-Foot Lobsters and 14Inch 
Oysters That Lived in the Bay.

** Washington was the first conqueror,” 
said Mr, Logan, ‘“‘ who ever won freedom 
for a Nation and then disclaimed any_per- 
sonal reward for himself. There is no doubt 
that our people of moderate fortune are in- 
tensely patriotic, but the problem is whether 
the men of wealth as represented by Wall 
Street are as ready to shed their dividends 
as the people are to shed their blood. The 
statue of the great commander stands on 
the Treasury steps jooking straight down 
upon Fort Morgan. There have been many 
times recently when I am sure that if it had 
been a real instead of a metallic Washing- 
ton he would have left his pedestal and led 
an assault on that fort.’”’ Mr. Logan said 
that he believed Japan would win, be- 
cause her rich men stood ready to sacrifice 
every dollar for her cause. 

Louis F. Cornish, Secretary of the Sons 
of the American Reyolution, stated as a 
historical fact that in 1740 lobsters ranged 6 
teet long in New York Bay, and remained 
of that size until they were scared away by 
the cannonading of the British feet. Oys- 
ters'in those days were 14 inches long, he 
said, 

Other speakers were Chaplain Charles E. 
Brugler of the Society_of the Colonial Wars, 
Lieut. Alexander C. Chenoweth, and 
Charles J. Johnson, a pupil of Public 
School No. 29. 


1,000 NEWSBOYS HIS GUESTS. 


Randolph Guggenheimer’ Entertains 
Them at a Sumptuous Banquet. 


Randolph Guggenheimer gave the sixth of 
his annual dinners yesterday afternoon to 
newsboys at the Newsboys’ Home in Duane 
Street. More than 1,000 boys were fed on 
soup, turkey, ham, roast beef, celery, pie, 
ice cream, and coffee, The hour for the 


dinner was set at 5 o'clock and consider- 
ably before that time the street was filled 
with a hungry but joyous crowd, represen- 
tative of the children of almost all nations, 
staying their appetites with jokes and jostl- 
ing.

ALLOW FOR FACTS 


Littleton Declares Opposition Is 
Not Their True Tradition. 


MISTAKE TO BLOCK THE CANAL 


Tells Southern Society That Democracy 
Must Not Fight Its Own Policies, 
When Republicans Adopt Them. 


At a social reunion of the New York 
Southern Society at Sherry’s last night 
Borough President Littleton of Brooklyn, 
the orator of the evening, declared that the 
Democratic Party needed to go back to the 
ante-bellum method of dealing with events. 
He spoke on ‘‘ Washington and the Influ- 
ence of the South,” and said in regard to 
the Democracy: 

“The political history of the South has 
been very largely the history of the Demo- 
cratic Party. While the war between the 
States was in progress it attempted to 
swim against the tide on a policy that de- 
clared the war a failure, and met that fate 
which all parties have met that attempted 
it. The Republican Party, as a measure of 
war, attempted in the face of the inexor- 
able facts to establish the political equal- 
ity of the negro and the white man in the 
South, and it has suffered the same fate 
there. 

‘The Democratic Party sought to destroy 
the evil of some monopolies by assuming 
an antagonistic attitude to all large corpo- 
rate concerns just at a time when the busi- 
ness of the country was being conducted 


almost wholly by corporate agency, and it 
went down under the influence of a fact. 

“It attempted to arrest the course of 
events in the Spanish-American war just 
at a time when our fleets were fighting 
and our armies marching, and it went 
down again under the influence of a fact. It 
endeavored to undo events which had taken 
place in the Philippines and to reverse and 
accomplish things, and it went down under 
the weight of a fact. 

“‘It is now seeking to delay the progress 
ol a great commercial enterprise on the 
Isthmus of Panama by opposing the treaty 
with the new republic just at a time when 
the Nation, and especially the South, needs 
and demands such an enterprise, and it will 
again go down under the influence of a 
fact, if it persists. 

“* It sought to change the money standard 
of the country from gold to silver just at a 
time when the powerful nations of the earth 
were holding or changing to gold, and it 
pant down under the influence of another 

acl. 

“This policy of oposition is not the true 
tradition of the party. It held for nearly 
fifty years the affirmative place in the 
politics of the country. It stood upon 
aggressive rounds, it recognized events, it 
was not a doctrinaire, it held to the facts. 
It was until the war a constructive party 
of conservative principles, and under the 
misfortune of slavery it paused to defend 
that institution, and allowed the Republi- 
cans to take the ground from it, and since 
that time it has thought it wise to oppose 
its own policies, if they chance to be 
espoused by the Republicans. 

It does not need to return to ante-bellum 
policies, but it does need to go back to the 
ante-bellum method of dealing with events. 
It must understand that if Jefferson said 
he Was opposed to expansion and then pro- 
ceeded to expand, what he did is the thing, 
and not what he said. 


FARRAGUT VETERANS MEET. 


Discuss the Admiral and His Famous 
Torpedo Anathema. 


Stories of Admiral Farragut were told 
last night by the Associated Veterans of 
Farragut’s Fleet. They met at Mouquin’s, 
Sixth Avenue and Twenty-eighth Street, at 
a dinner tendered to all survivors of the 
fleet. The occasion, in addition to being 
the anniversary of the birth of George 
Washington, marked the forty-second ane 
niversary of the society. 

Capt, Charles H, Baxter said that Farra- 
gut, when he uttered the famous words, 
“Damn the torpedoes, and go ahead!” 


meant to give a battle cry. His inspiration 
came from the constant cries of the look- 
outs aboard the United States vessels, 
** Look out for torpedoes! ’’’ when the crews 
would have to cast off in the lifeboats to 
head off from their boat something float- 
ing, as like as not an empty keg coming 
down the Mississippi, but now and then a 
torpedo which had to be delicately handled. 
The cry came so often that the men, often 
aroused from their sleep, had grown weary 
of the alarm, and a common oath was 
*“*“D— the torpedoes!’’ When the crews 
heard Farragut repeat this, followed by 
the words “‘ Go ahead!’ it was a battlé cry, 
welcome because it meant anything better 
than apprehension without action. 

There was a good deal of talk among. the 
veterans about the effectiveness of the 
torpedoes of the Japanese against the Rus- 
sians, and the general verdict was that 
the new method of war lacks much of the 
interest of the days of wooden ships, when 
you could blow them apart and there was 
still something to float on, if you were 
stiil alive. 


A. A. A. IN AUTO BOAT RACING. 


Definite Policy to be Framed by Direc- 
tors at Coming Meeting. 


A. R. Pardington, Chairman of the Rac- 
ing Board of the American Automobile As- 
sociation, made a careful inspection of the 
motor boats in the Sportsmen’s Show yes- 
terday, and he intimated that the associa- 
tfon was about to take somé official action 
in auto boat matters, particularly, as auto 
boat racing seemed to be attaining great 
prominence. He yes that the association 
had no desire to infringe upon the Amer- 
ican Powder Boat Association, but that, as 
automobile owners and automobile clubs 
were so largely interested in the sport of 
auto boat racing, he felt that the American 
Automobile Association should take some 
interest in the new fad. 

Mr. Pardington is a member of the Long 
Island Automobile Club, and he said it had 
already formed an auto-boat section.

Mr. Pardington added that the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association might adopt 
the rules of the American Power Boat As- 
sociation and affiliate with the latter body 
in coming events, especially such events as 
were under the auspices of automobile 
clubs. 

The first meeting of the new Board of 
Directors of the American Automobile As- 
sociation will be held next Tuesday, when 
President Harlan W. Whipple will an- 
nounce his new committees, and a définite 

olicy will be positively announced regard- 
ng auto-boat racing.

Injunc- 
tion is left in the World’s Fair Handicap, 
and will be especially pointed for that 
event.

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NOVELTY IN CANOE RACE

Her helmsman 
showed what the boat could do in backing 
and turning, and in one straight run the 
launch was stopped in half her length. 

A novel sporting feature of the after- 
noon, which evoked great enthusiasm 
among the young spectators, was a gun- 
wale canoe race between H. C. Hinck 
and W. A. Roos, Jr., of the Hiawatha Canoe 
Club, King’s Bridge.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS] PLAN To MERGE BANKS. 


Yesterday, Washington's Birthday, being 
@ National holiday, no financial business 
Was transacted in the United States. How- 
ever, not a few houses with foreign con- 
nections opened their offices through anxi- 
ety to follow the development of the critical 
situation abroad. Happily the foreign mar- 
kets over Sunday regained the composure 
they lost on Saturday.

fish securities improved, and - Russians 
Closed above 92. The average improve- 
ment on international securities exceeded 
2 points, although it was authoritatively 
stated that nothing was done to improve 
the situation beyond the contradiction of 
false financial and political reports, the 
session was quiet throughout in Berlin, the 
only embarrassment being in the grain 
trade at Bremen. In London the feeling 
Was nervous through sympathy with Paris, 
but the British situation gave no new 
Cause for anxiety. Consols rose 5-16 and 
Kafirs were better upon the improved pros- 
pects for coolie labor in the mines, Ameri- 
cans were quiet, but firm and generally 
above our previous parity. There were 
rumors of a Russian loan to be floated with 
American assistance. This will be credited 
when confirmed, as it has hitherto been 
supposed that Russia enjoyed no exception 
to the disinclination to take foreign securi- 
ties. The recent adventure in consols was 
not encouraging, and the home supply of 
securities exceeds available cash in the 
present speculative temper.

MICHIGAN CENTRAL DIVIDEND 
PROSPECTS. 


Indications of restlessness appear on the 
part of minority stockholders of Michigan 
Central. Many of these have long enter- 
tained the opinion that they should share 
more fully in the considerable prosperity 
which has come to the company, as they 
are getting no greater return on their 
shares than when the road was earning 
eight million dollars less than the amount 
reported for the year ending Dec. 31 last. 
Perhaps they are emboldened by the recent 
experience of the Chattanooga minority in- 
terests, and by what has been accomplished 
through pressure elsewhere, notably in the 
case of the Panhandle stockholders. At all 
events they have a well-tuned string to 
harp on. 

Michigan Central dividends have been 
steady at 4 per cent., but since 1898, gross 
receipts have risen from $14,046,149 to as 
much as $22,230,000, a gain bordering on 
60 per cent. Except to show a slightly ris- 
ing surplus, however, the policy has been 
to put back into expenses of operation all 
but what was actually needed to meet cur- 
rent disbursements. Proportion of ex- 
penses to earnings for 1898 was as high as 
75 per cent., for 1900 it got up to 7% per 
cent,, but for the late year to more than 
83 per cent. As a matter of exact figures, 
it took only $10,547,973 to run the road in 
1898, $13,229,490 in 1900, $18,489,000 in 1903, 
and with no additional mileage during the 
whole period to take care Net earnings 
have naturally been stationary, 
while, if kept at 75 per cent.—far from en- 
croaching on general averages—expenses 
would have allowed a rise of $1,800,000 or 
approximately 10 per cent. more for the 
stock, This, with the amount earned last 
year—4 per cent. was paid by a margin of 
$524,980—would indicate more than 16 per 
cent. for a stock getting 4 per cent. avorked 
out thus:

Its own 
income is being run pretty close to meet 
disbursements, and it has still heavy cap- 
ital needs to be supplied, which might fur- 
nish the incentive. Canada Southern has 
been settled with for a term of 999 years 
by a contract made last year. Its stock- 
holders are guaranteed 2% per cent. divi- 
dends to 1910, and 3 per cent. thereafter.

A project has been started to consolidate 
the Irving National and the Varick Banks, 
and to make the consolidation the nucleus 
of the Coal and Iron National Bank, now 
being organized.

Mayor Practically Decided That Extra 
Work Should Continue. 


Mayor McClellan has practically decided 
to grant the Board of Education the $300,- 
000 which it claims is needed in order to 
continue the night schools, free lecture 
courses, and recreation centres. The Mayor 
has been investigating the charges of ex- 
travagance made by_ Controller Grout 
against the Board ot Education, and has 
considered carefully the reply of President 
Rogers, head of the beard, He has 
reached the conclusion that the money 1s 
necessary if the work is to be continued 
along the lines in question, and in deter- 
mining to advocate the appropriation he 
virtually upholds President ogers as 
against the Controller. 

The matter will come up for discussion 
before the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment next Friday. There is a measure 
now pending before the Legislature which 
would enable the city to grant the appro- 
priaticn. The bill was framed for the 
Staten Island Ferry purchase, but it Is 
said that under its provisions the funds 
necessary can be secured.

“BROOKLYN. 


Littleton Demands Mains for Fire Fight- 
ing in That Borough. 


Borough President Littleton of Brooklyn 
declared yesterday that the proposition to 
provide a salt-water pumping system for 
fire fighting in Manhattan would not go 
through the Board of Estimate unless it 


was amended to include the Borough of 
Brooklyn. He announced that any attempt 
to ignore Brooklyn in providing for salit- 
na mains would be vigorously fought by

“The needs of Brooklyn in this connec- 
tion,’ he said, “are at least as great as 
those of Manhattan. The big factories on 
our river front, where we have recently had 
several costly fires, as well as the large 
business establishments on Fulton Street 
and Broadway, are in need of more protec- 
tion from fire than they now receive. Any 
scheme of sait-water pumping that is ap- 
plied to Manhattan must be extended to 
this borough.”’ 

The several disastrous factory fires in 
Brooklyn lately, which the firemen have 
had difficulty in fighting because of weak 
water pressure, has caused a general de- 
mand among local property owners for bet- 
ter fire protection.

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Fire to-day partial- 
ly destroyed the building occupied by 
the Alhambra Theatre, hotel, and apart- 
ments on Archer Avenue and State and 
Nineteenth Streets. After the fire was 
extinguished the remains of three persons, 
two, men and a woman, who had _ been 
suffocated, were found in the ruins, There 
Were many narrow escapes. The loss is 
estimated at $75,000.

& Haviland, had installed néw stage fit- 
tings and furnishings, and had been re- 
modeled in compliance with the new the- 
atre ordinance, 

The fire is believed to have started from 
an overheated boiler in the basement of 
the restaurant.

STOLE PROPERTY WORTH $1,800 


Confessed, and Returned Most of the 
Jewelry Taken from the Postmas- 
ter General’s Apartments. 


Charged with stealing about $1,800 in 
money and jewelry from the apartments of 
Postmaster General Henry C, Payne, in the 
Arlington Hotel, Washington, Mrs. Agnes 
French was arrested late yesterday after- 
noon in Brooklyn. The woman, the police 
say, admitted the theft when taken into 
custody and handed’ over most of the 
stolen jewelry to them. 

Mrs. French said she was thirty-seven 
years old and a widow. She was employed 
as a nurse for Mrs. Payne, who has been 
ill. On Thursday the woman disappeared 
from the Arlington and a’short time later 
it was discovered that over $100 in money 
and $1,700 worth of jewlry, belonging to 
Mrs. Payne and other members of the 
family, were also missing. 

‘Four Washington detectives were put on 
the case and one of them traced. Mrs. 
French to Manhattan and was joined by 
Detective Smith, of the Mulberry Street 
force, in the hunt.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Agnes French, 
the nurse in the employ of Mrs. Payne, 
wife of the Pestmaster General, who has 
been arrested in Brooklyn, left here Thurs- 
day afternoon. She had asked permission 
to go shopping and went out of the Arling- 
ton annex where the Postmaster: General 
lives, at 3:30 o'clock in the afternoon. From 
vhat time on she had not been heard from 
until to-night. 

When the woman had been gone so long 
that her absence caused alarm Mrs. Puyne 
and her niece began to look around for 
articles that were in closets to which the 
maid had keys, and they found a number 
of things were missing. Jewelry, furs, 
silverware, money, and a check were ‘zone. 
In all, roughly estimated, she had iuken 
goods and valuables to the amount of $1.- 
800 Mrs. Payne’s box was taken from a 
trunk. Her sable boa, which had cost 
$150, had been taken from a closet. 

From the sideboard had disappeared an 
old family set of silver of considerable 
value. The jewelry lost by Mrs. Payne in-

MORSE MAY BE IN 
Action Will Be Taken If He Refuses to 


Answer Grand Jury. 


Charles W. Morse will be recalled to the 
Grand Jury room to-day and questioned as 
to whether he knows the present where- 
abouts of Mrs. Dodge, whom he married 
after she had obtained a divorce from her 
first husband, now under arrest in Texas. 
Mr. Morse was before the Grand Jury last 
week, and under the advice of Counsel re- 
fused to answer any questions put to him. 

When the matter was brought to the at- 
termtion of Recorder Goff on Friday the 
opinion was expressed that Morse had no 
right to refuse to answer on the ground 
that an answer might “ degrade him,” but 
that he might refuse if he swore that an 
answer might “incriminate’’ him. .With 
this decision the District Attorney sub- 
poenaed Morse to appear again to-day. 
Again he will be questioned. If he still 
refuses to answer he must give his reasons 
for refusing, and state under oath that an 
answer would tend to “incriminate ” him. 

If he persists in refusing to answer ques- 
tions without stating that an answer might 
“ ineriminate " him, then he will be charged 
with contempt, and will be taken into Part 
I. of the General Sessions before Recorder 
Goff. The Recorder will lay down the law 
to him, and he will then be taken back 
before the Grand Jury and questioned. If 


on this last occasion he sticks to his 
original plan of refusing to answer, the 
Recorder may fine him or send him to jail. 

It is seldom that a fine is imposed in 
cor.tempt cases, the generai rule being com- 
mitment to jail until the stubborn witness 
finally volunteers to answer the Grand 
Jury’s questipns.

Surprise Is Sprung in His Suit Over 
Lost Affection. 


WOMAN TO BE _ PRODUCED 


Plaintiff Says He Would Take Her Back 
Under Certain Conditions—Testi- 
mony as to Her Travels. 


A. Royal Guest, who is suing to recover 
$75,000 from Clarence L. Lowther, formerly 
his intimate friend, for alienating his wjfe’s 
affections, while on the witness stand in 
Part XIII. of the Supreme Court yester- 
day, was much surprised when Mr. Low- 
ther’s attorney, Lyman E. Warren, an- 
nounced that he intended to produce Mrs. 
Guest, who has not been seen here since 
Jan. 10, 1903, when she disappeared, it is 
alleged, in company with Lowther. 

The court, the jury, and the spectators 
who filled the room were also visibly sur- 
‘prised, becaused but a moment before Mr. 
Guest had’said that it was not the money 
he was suing for, but justice, and that if 
his wife were to return to him as she was 
before she left him he would take her back 
gladly. 

In answer to questions asked by Mr. 
Warren, Mr. Guest denied that he was ad- 
dicted to the excessive use of liquor; that 
he had ever treated his wife cruelly—that 
he “ had pulled her out of bed by the hair” 
or had “ thrashed her.” 

““Do you love your wife?" asked counsel. 

“TI did up to the time of Jan. 10, 1903,” 
answered the witness. 

“And if she is as pure as ever would 
you take her back?” 

“I would.” 

Justice Forbes here interrupted Mr. War- 
ren, asking: 

“What do you intend to do—make a 
tender if she returns?” 

“We will this afternoon,” responded the 
lawyer. . 

The courtrgom was crowded in the after 
noon, everybody expecting the appearance 
of Mrs. Guest, but the spectators were dis- 
appointed. Mr. Warren explained. after 
adjournment that the time for her td ap- 
pear was not opportune.

to reclaim his wife. ; 

Witnesses told of the travels of the 
two persons whose photographs were iden- 
tified as those of Mr. Lowther and Mrs. 
Guest. John W. Hacher, clerk of the Nor- 
wood Hotel, Lansdale, Penn., said they 
registered there on March 27, 1903, and 
remained from Friday night until Tuesday 
morning. 

James W. Bisson, a very old man with a 
long gray beard, testjfied that he was a 
Supervisor of North Wales, Penn., and 
that the same two persons remained at his 


house for six weeks from the last day of 
March, 1908. He said that sometimes the 
woman addressed the man as “Clarence ”’ 
and the man the woman as “ Helen.”’ 

George D. Shibley, who is connected with 
the Bell Telephone Company and lives in 
Omaha, Neb., testified that the same persons 
lived at his house from Feb. 2, 19038, until 
some time in May, although they paid the 
rent until the ist of August. 

‘The man introduced himself as E. Law- 
rence,” said ,Mr. Shibley, ‘‘and said the 
woman was his sister, Miss Lawrence.”

Her specula- 
tions, however, turned out for the most 
part unfortunately, and it became neces- 
sary at length to place a mortgage on the 
West End Avenue house. This mortgage 
was foreclosed on Jan. 15, and Mrs. Kunz- 
mann and her daughters were facing the 
necessity of leaving thejr home. 


LIQUOR EDITOR AT DRY DINNER. 


Prohibitionists Cheer J. P. Smith for 
His Reasons for Sunday Opening. 


J. P. Smith, editor of The Wine and Spirit 
Gazette, addressed the banquet of the 
Prohibitionists of Greater New York at the 
Tuxedo, Madison Avenue and Fifty-ninth 
Street, last night, and was enthusiastically 
cheered by the temperance people. He 
created some surprise and laughter by quot- 
ing the fifteenth verse of the twenty-fourth 
chapter of Joshua, ‘‘ Choose you this day 
whom ye shall serve,’’ as a text for his ad- 
dress in favor of local option. 

Mr. Smith said that, in his opinion, the 
problem of Sunday opening could never be 
solved except by a submission to the people 
themselves. He declared that if the major- 
ity of the voters expressed by their ballots 
their desire to have the traffic in liquor 
stopped on Sunday the saloon keepers 
would obey the new law, every one, and 
then the saloon would be taken out of 
politics. 

He sald that statistics proved that only 
so much liquor would be drunk anyway, 
whether the sales places were open six or 
seven days in the week, and he said that in 
Boston and other cities where the Sunday 
closing law was enforced much liquor that 
was bottled specially Saturday night was 
consumed on Sunday. He said that the 
Federal Government was the saloon keep- 


er’s principal partner, and the partner that 
got the biggest profit, and that the saloon 
keeper would be happy to have the partner- 
ship dissolved. 

Henry W. Wilbur, editor of the Prohibi- 
tion paper. The Defender, answered Mr. 
Smith, declaring that neither the Demo- 
cratic nor the Republican Party would en- 
force the excise laws, no mfatter what they 
were, and that the only way to obtain their 
enforcement was to organize another party 
that would. When he referred to the pres- 
ent Sunday closing law as a reason for 

+ some hope on the part of the Prohibition- 
ists, and called it “‘ half a loaf, anyway,” a 
man in the rear of the room yelled: * Yes; 
but the half loaf is rotten.’’ 

In the afternoon the Prohibitionists. held 
a conference, ‘at which there were ad- 
dresses by J. H. Durkee of Rochester, State 
Chairman of the Prohibition Party, and 
William T. Wardell, ex-Treasurer of the 
Standard Vil Company.
